Makes Recommendations Regard- | 


ing Trusts and Tariff Revision. 


Conservative 
Question—No Likelihood of a 
Tariff Commissior..

WASHINGTON, Novy. 25.—The gentlemen 
who have been laboring under the impres- 
sion that the President was waiting to 
hear from them before closing his message 
will be relieved to learn that that impor- 
tant State paper is complete, and that the 
President to-night in his possession 
printed proofs of the entire document. 
to-day laid the completed messuge 
the members of his Cabinet. In fact, there 
will be no conferences over the document. 
At no time within the past three weeks has 
the President been in a 
or uncertainty as to what he intended to 
fay in the message on trusts, the tarifi, or 
any other question that will be treated. 

In regard to tKe trust question, there is 
reason for the belief that the President will 
earnestly recommend action at the coming 
session, and that the main features of the 
remedial legislation desired will be outlined. 
Touching the character of the recommenda-

tions, it is assumed the President will fol- ; 


low the last annual message, and the sug- 
testions contained in the Pittsburg speech 
of Attorney General Knox, and will con- 
tend that Congress has full power to pro- 
tect the people against the evils complained 


of. 

Tariff revision, it is understood, will be 
treated conservatively, and will be com- 
mended to the wisdom of the legislative 
department. There is a belief among Re- 
publicans from the West that the tariff 
should be speedily taken up and rates ad- 
justed to the changed conditions that have 
occurred in the fields of commerce and 
mechanical industries, but even among 
these gentlemen there is a difference of 
opinion as to the wisdom and policy of tak- 
ing up the question at a short session of 
Congress. 

Among a number of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives there is a feeling that a tariff 
commission would be the best method of 
disposing of the question, but it is not 
probable such a commission will be author- 
ized either at this or the next session. The 
experience with the tariff commission of 
1882 has not been forgotten by the older 
members of Congress. That commission 
Was composed of a high class of men en- 
gaged in various manufacturing industries 
who were experts, but their work was cast 
aside by the two revenue committees of 
Congress, and an entirely different meas- 
ure brought forward, in which the rates 
of duty were far in advance of those rec- 
ommended in the bill formulated by the 
commission. In short, the recommenda- 
tions of the commission were practically 
ignored. 


OPPOSES TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Senator Allison Points Out the Difficul- 
ties of the Plan and Makes Some 
Suggestions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Senator Alli- 
son, who has been a member of the Finance 
Committee for more than a score of years, 
and who participated actively in the mak- 
ing of all tariff acts placed on the statute 
books since 1880, does not view the propo- 
sition to create a commission for the re- 
vision of the tariff with favor. On this 
point Senator Allison said: 

“There are certain difficulties in the way 
of the accomplishment of results bya com- 
mission that should not be overlooked. In 
the first place it is assumed that such a 
commission must be bi-partisan or non- 
partisan. Nothing could be further from 
what is to be desired. The Republican 
Party is in control of ‘both branches of 
Congress. We must accept the responsibil- 
ity before the people, and any commission 
appointed to revise # tariff should reflect 
the political complexion of Congress ac- 
curately, or its conclusions will not be ac- 
cepted with any confidence whatever. 

“There is another thing to be considered, 
which is that the tariff must be consid- 
ered from a practical standpoint and never 
4S a question of mere theory. It would be 
entirely scientific, for instance, to Say that 
We are denuding our forests too fast and 
that hence we ought to have free lumber. 


That would be a good theory perhaps, but 
it would be disastrous in practice. 

“There are sO many men in Congress 
who have made a special study of the tar- 
iff that necessarily in the end their views 
must prevail. The tariff is. as Gen. Han- 
cock said, something of a loca] issue. The 
interests of different sections of the coun- 
try must be taken into consideration, and 
in every tariff bill it is found that prac- 
tically all the members of the Senate must 
be consulted at one time or another to 
ascertain the situation in their States. All 
these interests must be balanced, one 
against the other. A commission would be 
a good thing if its decisions were at all 
final, but in the nature of things the purely 
scientific tariff theories of even the ablest 
commission would have to be examined in 
detail by Congress, and this simply means 
doing the work twice over. 4 

“We shall be too busy at the short ses- 
sion to undertake even an examination of 
the tariff. If an extra session were to be 
called in March or April there would be 
nothing for us to do because a long and 
patient investigation must precede any ac- 
tion by Congress. This Congress is about 
to die, it must be remembered, and no com- 
mission appointed by us would bind the 
next Congress at all. The present commit- 
tees. of the House do not continue after 
March 4, so that they cannot be author- 
ized to act during the term of the next Con- 
gress. 

“I have thought it possible, however, 
that a statute might be passed authorizing 
three specific members of the present 
House, who would naturally be members 
of the Ways and Means Committee, al- 
ready re-elected, to join with three mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee of the Sen- 
ate. It probably would be necessary for 
them to do much hard work and to sit al- 
most steadily until the end of the Summer. 

“If it were deemed a wise thing, on the 
basis of their report, the President couid 
then call an extra session of Congress for 
September or October. This would give an 
abundance of time to have the revision of 
the tariff out of the way some time before 
the opening of the next Presidntial cam- 
paign, so that the effect could be studied 
by the people, and there would be time 
enough to demonstrate the wisdom of the 
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action. If such a plan were adopted, Con- 
gress would have before it at the speciol 
| session a report from a trusted joint com- 
; mittee of its own members. Such a report, 
in my judgment, would carry more weight 
than one from an outside commission, how- 
ever ably constituted.” 


FRYE OPPOSES REVISION. 


Says It Would Spoil Prosperity and 
Cause General Business 
Depression.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Senator Frye 
of Maine does not sympathize with the 
agitation in favor of tariff revision. Speak- 
ing of this question to-day, he said:

“Talk of tariff revision is absurd. The 
country is in the midst of great prosperity. 
Why should we spoil it by entering upon 
legislation which would disarrange business 

| relations and certainly cause depression 
| over the country? There is no demand for 
it in New England. I there may 
be people in Massachusetts who want some 
but they always have a few 
Massachusetts. The Republican 
who ran for Congress on a revision plat- 
form was twice defeated in a Republican 
district. 

“It is equally absurd to propose tariff re 
vision as a means of regulating the trusts 
we should attempt to reduce th? 

tariff on articles made by trusts? Smaller 
} concerns engaged in similar business would 

be affected by the néw rates just the same 
| aS the trusts themselves. What would be 
the result? Small concerns would be most 
severely harmed and some of them would 
driven out of business entirely, whiie 
trusts could better stand under the new 
and would have a greater mo- 
10poly than ever.” 

Senator Frye thinks it probable the Sen- 
ate will complete such amendmerts to the 
Sherman anti-trust law to correct the 
more obnoxious of the evils connected wita 
the trusts. 

“IT like the ideas put forth in the Pitts- 
burg speech of Attorney General Knox, 

said he. ‘‘ There is no hope of restricting 

trusts by an amendment to che Constitu- 
tion. If such an amendment shouid receiv? 
the necessary votes In the Senate anl 

House, it could never be ratified by th> 

States. It would be regarded as too great 

an invasion of the rights of the States. 

Mr. Frye remains an earnest advocate of 
the passage of the Ship Subsidy bill, and 
hopes it will get through the House the 
coming session, 

‘‘T am now more than ever heretofore in 

! favor of a subsidy for American shipping, 
said he to-day. ‘‘ The syndicate has pur- 
chased a lot of old ships. In the next ten 
years they will have to build $50,000,000 

worth of new ships. If we authorize a 

subsidy those new ships will be built in 

this country; if not they will be built 
abroad.” 


RETRENCHMENT IN CONGRESS. 


Belief That Appropriations During Next 
Session Will Be Kept Down to 
About $450,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—It is not un- 
likely that the Fifty-seventh Congress will 
make an even better record in the second 
session for rapid dispatch of regular busi- 
ness than it did in the first session, It is 
generally recognized that there will be a 
sentiment of restraint on all sides to pre- 
vent the occupation of time to the prejudice 
of the consideration of the appropriation 
bills. Mr. Courts, the veteran Clerk of the 
House Appropriations Committee, stated to- 
day that there was strong probability that 
the committee would have all but two of 
its appropriation bills reported to the House 
before the holiday adjournment. 

There will be more than the usual effort 
to retrench in appropriations this session, 
and the expectation is general that the ag- 
gregate will be practically what it was last 
session, with the difference that there will 
be no River and Harbor bill or such large 
approprigtions as $50,000,000 as in the Pana- 
ma Cagpfl bill. The bulk of expenditure 
will, it is expected, be wept down to the 
neighborhood of $450,000,000. 
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A Charlestown (Mass.) Man Had Re- 


ceived Medal for Bravery in Battle.

BOSTON, Nov. 25.—Jeremiah Mahoney, a 
veteran of the civil war and one of the few 
men who held a medal of honor for bravery 
in battle from the Government, died at his 
home in Charlestown yesterday. 

Mr. Mahoney was born in Fall River, 
Mass., and when the war broke out he en- 
listed as a private in Company A, Twenty- 
ninth Massachusetts Infantry. He first 
entered the service in 1861 and served four 

| years. He participated in sixteen battles

and was wounded six times. At the end of 
his term he was promoted to a Sergeantcy. 
After the war he re-enlisted and served one 
year in the regular army. 

While he was fighting for the Union Mr. 
Mahoney was with the army in Tennessee, 
Kentucky, and Northern Georgia. He is 
credited with having performed many val- 
iant deeds. The much-vrized medal for 
bravery upon the field of battle was award- 
ed to him by the United States Government 
on account of his capturing a battle flag 
from the Confederate forces during the en- 
gagement at Knoxville, Tenn. He belonged 
to the Medal of Honor Legion. 


DOE DAMAGES A GREENHOUSE. 


The Deer Breaks Glass and Causes 
$500 Loss at Medford, 
Special to The New York Times.

Westchester Association Will Construct’ 


$1,500,000 Plant Between Queens 
and Floral Park on L. |. R. R. 


The construction of a race course which 
shall be the successor of Morris Park and 
the abandonment of the famous ‘racing 
property at Westchester, of which rumors 
have been in circulation for the past two 
months, were definitely decided on yester- 
day, when plans that have been in prepara- 
tion since early in September were ap- 
proved by The Jockey Club and the New 
York State Racing Commission at a meet- 
ing held in the office of August Belmont, 
Chairman of the commission, 23 Nassau 
Street. The plans prepared for the West- 
chester Racing Association were consid- 
ered by The Jockey Club at a meeting on 
Monday evening, but action in the matter 
was delayed until yesterday, when formal 
approval was expressed. It was announced 
immediately afterward that land on Long 
Island, just outside the New York City lins 
and on the Long Island Railroad, between 
Queens and Floral Park, on which the 
Westchester Racing Association held op- 
tions, had been transferred to that turf or- 
ganization, and would become the site of 
the new course, which it is planned to make 
the most magnificent and completely 
equipped racing plant in this country. 

The completion of the transfer also de- 
cided conclusively the future of Morris 
Park as a race track, as the Westcheste- 
Racing Association, the present lessee of 
the property from the heirs of John A. 
Morris, is determined to have another 
course ready when the present lease ex- 
pires on Jan. 1, 1904. Thus the last racing 
at Morris Park will be held next year. 

The Westchester Racing Association pur- 
posed continuing racing and had accepted 
entries for events to be run in 1903, 1004, 
and 1905, payments on account ‘of which ag- 
gregate $6,000, and it will soon open events 
to be run in 10906. 

INCREASED CAPITAL STOCK. 

The most important changes suggested in 
a letter to the Jockey Club related to the 
desire of the association to increase the 
amount of its capital stock, a necessary 
procedure, as the plans embraced altera- 
tion of the association from a club holding 
races on leased property to an organization 
which would hold valuable property and ex- 
pensive improvements in its own right. 
The estimates of the cost of construction 
of the new track amount to $1,500,000, and 
it was proposed to increase the capital 
stock to $1,200,000. 

The Westchester Association in the com- 


munication gave a general description of 
the land on which it wished to construct the 
new course, which it was stated had the 
advantage of being outside the boundaries 
of the city, thus being in accordance with 
the recommendations of the New York 
State Racing Commission in its annual re- 
port to the Legislature. This recommenda- 
tion, in part, is as follows: 

“The stability of any industry in which 
so much capital is invested as there now is 
in that of breeding thoroughbred horses is 
the first essential, and this stability may 
be best maintained by the recognition not 
so much of many acing plants as of those 
about whose permanency as racing organl- 
zations and of whose purpose in offering 
generous premiums and in establishing and 
maintaining important stakes there can be 
no reasonable doubt. Not merely should 
the programmes of such associations be in 
themselves a guarantee of permanency, but 
so far as possible these very racing plants 
should be so situated where they would be 
least lable to be crowded out by the trend 
of population in large centres, or where 
because of the rising values of these prop- 
erties there would be inducement to dispose 
of these properties for other uses. Your 
commission would view with disapproval 
the establishment of racing plants so close 
to large cities as to suggest land ventures, 
making the properties earn dividends as 
racing plenis until they would become val- 
uable for other purposes, and then have 
them disappear.” 

The Jockey Club made announcement of 
its approval of the Westchester Associa- 
tion’s plans in the following letter, which 
implies also the approval of the New York 
State Racing Commission: 

Samuel Bb. Lawrence, Esq., President West- 
chester Racing Association, New York City: 

Dear Sir: I am instructed by the Board of 
Stewards of The Jockey Club to acknowledge 
receipt of your favor of Nov. 21,° 1902, as well 
as the annual report of the State Racing Com- 
mission, marked copy, for the year 1901. 

I am further instructed by the Board of Stew- 
ards to state their entire appreciation of the 
subject matter of your letter and their desire to 
support your association in their efforts to 
esablish the proposed race course upon Long 
Island. It is evident to the Stewards that the 
continued use of Morris Park for the purposes 
of the Westchester Racing Association is too 
uncertain for the proper development of racing 
interests, and they welcome gladly your new en- 
terprise as supplying the long-felt need of a per- 
manent situation where the future plans of The 
Jockey Club as well as of the breeders and rac- 
ing interests can be wisely fostered and de- 
veloped. The Stewards were much pleased with 
the able plans presented in detail, and desire 
me to state the fact to you, 

Should you require any further confirmation 
of the indorsement of the Board of Stewards 1 
have to request that you will so advise me. I

LAND FOR NEW RACE TRACK. 


The land acquired by the Westchester 
Racing Association for the new track com- 
prises 666 acres in all, the greater part of 
this being the property known as the 
** Mannice Place,”’ alongside the Hempstead 
Turnpike, on which an option was acquired 
first, additional parcels then being secured 


until.a sufficient amount of land for the 
purposes of the association was secured. 
This land is about 14% miles from New 
York and is easily accessible by either the 
Long Island Railroad or trolley lines, the 
estimated time by rail from Long Island 
City at present being 27 minutes, which 
time, it was stated, will be reduced to about 
18 minutes when rapid transit transporta- 
tion is supplied. . 

The plot of 666 acres is all level ground, 
where there will be no necessity for grad- 
ing. Of the land 421 acres lie on one side 
of the turnpike without further division by 
roads of any kind On the larger parcel 
it is proposed to build the new course, 
which will be the greatest in the United 
States, the plans for this having been com- 
pleted in advance. The new track will be 
a right-hand track, or, in other words, 
wil] be arranged so that horses will race 
over it with the inner rail to their right, 
the opposite of the plan of every other 
race course in this countrty. The idea is a 
revival of the method adopted by D. D. 
Withers in the construction of the famous 
Monmouth Park track at Long Branch, 
N. J., which has been cut up a convert- 
ed to farm uses. 

The main course will embrace three sepa- 
rate tracks, the outer of which will be used 
for the longer races, and Will be one mile 
and a half in circumference, in the oval 
shape most popular for running courses. 
Just inside this there will be a turf course 
one mile. and three furlongs in circumfer- 
ence, while inside this will be a third course 
of one mile and a quarter for steeplechas- 
ing. The width of the three tracks will be 
about 100 feet on the average for each, 
and the outer or larger course also will be 
provided with a chute, giving a mile and a 
quarter with one turn. A straightaway 
course of seven furlongs will enter the 
head of the stretch of the main course, for 
the running of shorter races, and this 
straight may in time be extended to a full 
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mile if in the opinion of the club officials 
such a change promised to be popular. 
Two other mile tracks will be wulit, one 
at the end of the upper turn of the race 
course for the use of the horses in train- 
ing for races, thus preserving the greater 
course for racing alone, and another track 
*n the parcel o! land across the turnpike, 
which wil! be reserved exclusively for the 
yearlings that are trained at the new 
course. ‘The training track and the race 
course will be so close together that they 
easily can be connected, and it is thought 
that both tracks in time will be used ior 


The buildings will be the most elaborate 
ever constructed for any race course. The 
grand stand will be 250 feet long, 100 feet 
deep, and 50 feet in height, and will seat 
11,000 persons. The public stand will be 250 
feet long and of about the depth of the 
grand stand, and will seat 5,500. The ring 


: will be under the grand stand, and wili be 


the largest in use in this country. The

clubhouse will be of three stories, equipped | 


with every convenience for members and 
guests, and will be connected with both 
grand stand and paddock by bridges. On 
the side of the clubhouse will be the pad- 
dock, which will be built in substantial 
style, with slate roof, and a double row ‘of 
Stalls, or thirty-six in all, each 10 by 12 
feet, and all under the slate roof of the 
paddock shed, which will be built with a 
long overhang. A novelty in the construc- 
tion will be an arrangement of tunnels 
which will permit the owners of horses to 
lead them to the paddock without having 
occasion to cross any of the tracks or the 
roads dividing the race course property. 

It has not yet been decided definitely 
what name shall be applied to the new 
racing property, but it is probable that it 
will be known as Belmont Park, in honor 
of the Chairman of the Stewards of The 
Jockey Club and of the State Racing Com- 
mission. The change from Morris Park 
was anticipated at least two years ago, 
though the plans for the Long Island course 
make it appear a new thing, and it is stated 
by the officials of the Westchester Racing 
Association that there will be no difficulty 
in changing the place for running the 


| Stakes that were closed for 1904-1905-1908,

The name of the association which will 
conduct the racing at the new track will 
be the same as that which managed the 
Morris Park meetings, as the charter will 
require this, but the same liberal 
as that which governed the Westchester 
Racing Association in its organizatien will 
be pursued. The Westchester Association 
vas formed in 1895 to conduct racing after 
J. A. Morris refused longer to continue 
racing under the altered racing laws of 
New York. In its organization the mem- 
bers agreed to accept no more than 5 per

HISTORIC DOCUMENT BURNED. 


Warrant for Arrest of Mrs. Suarratt in 
Linecoln Marder Destroyed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—A historic doc- 
ument Was destroyed in a fire at the home 
of John L. Smith, in Anacestia, yesterday. 
It was the warrant upon which Mrs. Sur- 
ratt was arrested on the charge of com- 
nlicity in the assassination of President 
zincoln. 

Mr. Smith was in the Government service 
during the war, and it was he who served 
the warrant on Mrs. Surratt. It is said 
that he kept the warrant as a souvenir. 
Mr. Smith was severely burned during the 
fire.

DR. HIRSCH SEES A CRISIS. 


He Says Questions Once Thought Set- 
tled Have Arisen Again for 
the Jews. 


The Rev. Dr. Emil-G. Hirsch of Chicago 
Jectured last evening to a large audience 
on ‘‘ The Four Crises in Judaism” at the 
Young Men’s Hebrew Association, corner 
6f Ninety-second Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue. He traced the history of the Jewish 
race from the most ancient times and de- 
scribed the influence of the rabbinical 
teachings in ‘holding the race together in 
the face of widespread persecution. Through 
the spirit thus aroused, said the speaker, 
the race had survived in the past, and thus 
it must pass through the crisis of the pres- 
ent time. 

“As it was then, so it is no-~,’’ said Dr. 
Hirsch. *“‘ We are passing through a grave 
erisis. Questions’ once more pave arisen 

“that fifty years ago we thought had been 
gettied forever. Are we a Nation or are 
we not? is one of those «vestions. Have 
‘we a mission or have we noi? is another. 
Are we a mere empty husk or shall we be- 
come a dynamo? 
we have a message? 
course is run? If the 
then it is true that what has b-en to the 
father is assured to the sons, ihat out of 
this conflict will come a new piase of the 
old Judaism.” 

This is a day, said Dr. Hirsch, when 
armed nations face each other in enmity. 
when class distrusts class everywhere, I 
France and Germany, said he, Jews are be- 
ing looked upon with suspicion as being 
not Frenchmen or Germans, but members 
of an alien race, and even in Fngland, the 
boasted home of the oppressed of every 
land, there is a marked prejudice against 
them. Roumania he described as one 0! 
the petty lesser States, which imitate the 
vices of the greater nations, and there 
Jews are being persecuted. 

“And@here in this country,”’ said Dr. 
Hirsch, ‘“‘they have learned so many 
things from Europe. They covet titles, and 
@s soon as they do this they must ape and 
imitate the nobiemen of Europe. And, 
therefore, a woman of the same stock as 
she who was the mother of the founder of 
their religion must not be recognized as 
heir social equal.

Punch, Pet Monkey, Grieved for His 
Mate, and Pined Till He, Too, 
Expired. 


Members of the Hudson County Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
whose home is at Grand and Warren | 
Streets, Jersey City, were indulging in ex- | 
pressions of sorrow yesterday over the | 
death of two pet monkeys of the marmoset | 
species, whose homes were originally in | 
South America. They were known as 
Punch and Judy, and attracted many vis- 
itors to the society’s headquarters. 

Punch came into the possession of the 
society in June last. He was owned at 
that time by a sailor named John Wilson, | 
who was arrested in Hoboken for disor- 
derly conduct, and was sent to jail for 
ninety days. As Punch had committed no 
offense, he could not be sent to jail, so 
with Wilson’s consent he was given to the 
society. A house was built for him, fitted 
up with a trapeze and rings, on which 
Punch daily exercised, to the great delight 
of all who saw him. He was fed on car- 
rots, apples, nuts, and rice and milk, and 
was taught to use a toothpick after each 
meal. Another equipment of his home was 
a mirror, in which Punch frequently ad- 
mired himself. 

About two weeks ago one of Punch’s 


admirers presented George W. McCarthy, 
President of the society, with a mate for 
the animal. She was promptly christened 
Judy, and was installed in the monkey 
house. She and Punch at once became 
great friends, and their antics on the rings 
and trapeze created fresh amusement. 
This continued until Sunday morning, when 
a series of screeches from Punch attracted 
an officer of the society, who was in an- 
other room, and Judy was found dead. 
Congestion of the lungs was the cause of 
death. 

Punch seemed to feel deep grief over the 
loss of his mate, and began to fail. A 
veterinary surgeon was called, who said 
that Punch was also suffering from a pul- 
monary ailment, and would probably die. 
His diagnosis proved correct, and Punch 
died last night. President McCarthy does 
not think that Punch’s death was due 
to the cause assigned by the surgeon. He 
insists that the animal grieved itself to 
death over the loss of Judy. 


Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Arrives Fif- 
teen Hours Late—Ambassador von 
Holleben on Board.

abolition of their office, as well as by the 
repeated attacks by District Attorney Je- 
rome, the Coroners are preparing a state- 
ment, in which they purpose to show the 
public by facts and figures that a Coroner 
is a very necessary factor in the adminis- 
tration of justice in a civilized community. 
This action was decided upon at a meeting 
of the Board of Coroners held yesterday. 

In anticipation of concerted action, how- 
ever, Coroner Jackson, stung by the at- 
tacks, voiced some of his personal opinions 
regarding the Coroners’ assailants. 

‘“‘The trouble with the medical societies,”’ 
said Coroner Jackson, “is that they do not 
know the first thing about the Coroners’ 
office or the work we do. When I was a 
member of the County Medical Society, in 
1895, I signed a petition to the Governor, at 
the solicitation of other members, in which 
the abolition of the Coroners’ office was 
urged. I thought they had investigated the 
matter, but I later did some investigating 
myself and I then found that the services 
of the Coroners were indispensable to the 
public.” 

It was suggested that District Attorney 
Jerome, who ought to know something 


about the matter, had been quoted as say- 
ing that the Coroners’ office was ‘‘a haven 
for political tricksters’”’; that it was use- 
less and did more to aid the escape of 
criminals than to bring them to justice, 
and that while it cost $150,000 a year to 
run it, it could be conducted in a iar bet- 
ter way than it is now for $50,000. 

“If Mr. Jerome has made that statement, 
then he says what is not true,’’ Coroner 
Jackson replied, angrily. ‘‘It would be a 
good thing for Jerome to attend to his own 
business. He does not know how to run 
his own office, in the first place, and in 
the second, it might as well be said that his 
office should be abolished. I believe that if 
the business of that office was turned over 
to us it would be disposed of with more 
dispatch and care than by Jerome.”’ 

Coroner Jackson scouted the idea that 
the work of the Coroners, as has been sug- 
gested, might be done by the Police Mag- 
istrates and that autopsies and ante-mor- 
tem statements might be made by the 
Board of Health physicians. 

‘We would have to have ten Tombses to 
contain all the scum brought in by the po- 
lice if there were no Coroners,”’ he said. 

District Attorney Jerome declined to 
make any comment on what Coroner Jack- 
son had said.

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GATES SAID TO BE 
SHORT OF MANHATTAN 


Reported That He Asked August 
Belmont for a Private Settlement. 


Denial by Harris, Gates & Co. That the 
Firm Was Caught Short—No News 
of the Reported Traction Deal. 


There were meetings yesterday of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Manhattan Rail- 
way and of the Directors of the Inter-Bor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company, the former 
being held at the offices of the company, 
145 Broadway, and the latter at the office 
of August Belmont. For a time it was be- 
lieved that some statement might be made 
regarding the reported Manhattan-Inter- 
Borough deal. After the meetings, how- 
ever, it was stated that the proceedings had 
been of a routine character. 

But while there were no definite news 
developments, Wall Street heard an inter- 
esting story in connection with the advance 
and continued strength in Manhattan Rail- 
way stock. This was to the effect that 
John W. Gates and his friends were caught 
heavily short of the stock, and, having been 
unable to cover at going prices, yesterday 
went in turn to George Gould and August 
Belmont, seeking to effect a private settle- 
ment. Mr. Gould, so the story runs, told 
the gentleman who approached him that he 
would have to see Mr. Belmont—that the 
matter was entirely out of his (Mr. Gould's) 
hands. 

What reception was accorded the Gates 
representative by Mr. Belmont is not clear, 
but one report hag it that Mr. Belmont re- 
fused to be seen, the petitioner for Mr. 
Gates being given to understand that the 
Louisville and Nashville episode had _ not 
been forgotten. In that instance, it will be 
recalled, the Gates people not only bought 
control of the Louisville system in the open 
market, but bought up the treasury stock 
offered in advance of its issue, thereby put- 
ting Mr. Belmont and his associates tech- 
nically short and unable to make delivery. 

If the present story is true, Mr. Belmont 
has now turned the tables on the Gates in- 
terests. 

At the office of Harris, Gates & Co. a 
partner of the firm, when told of the re- 
port, said: 

“It is absolutely absurd—not worth no- 
ticing. If there is anybody short of the 
stock it certainly isn’t in this office. My 
own opinion is that some of the Gould peo- 
ple themselves may have sold more stock 
than they had intended. However, that is 
only a guess on my part, for personally I 
don't think there is any short interest on 
the stock worth speaking of.’’ 

On the Stock Exchange yesterday there 
was another big day on Manhattan, fully 
95,000 shares being traded in. The price 
movements were highly irregular. From 
an opening of 153 the price receded to 151%, 
then rose to 155%, then fell to 152, then rose 
to 155%. and finally, after many fluctua- 
tions, closed at 153% for a net advance of %.

New Schedule of the Central Associa- 
tion Will Go Into Effect Dec. 8.

CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—General traffic offi-

RAILROAD BOARD'S CLERK. 


George W. Aldridge, Commissioner of 
Publi Works Under Gov. Black, 
Gets the Appointment. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 25.—The State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners to-day 
announced the appointment of George W. 
Aldridge of Rochester as its clerk at an 
annual salary of $6,000. The appointment 
takes effect Dec. 1. 

Mr. Aldridge succeeds the late John S. 
Kenyon of Syracuse, who died last Spring 
He has been prominently identified with 
the Republican organization of Monrose 
County and served as Commissioner of 
Public Works under the administration of 
Gov. Frank 8S. Black. He has been identi- 
fied with various electric railways and elec- 
tric power companies in Western New 
York, but has recently severed his con- 
nection with them. 

There has been considerable strife for the 
position to which Mr. Aldridge has been 
appointed. Among the names mentioned in 
this connection was that of ex-Senaitor 
Coggeshall of Oneida County. 


IMMIGRANT TRAFFIC HITCH. 


Western Railroads Interested in the 
Business Trying to Reach an 
Agreement.

CHICAGO, Nov. 25.—The fate of the 
Western Immigrant ‘fraffic Bureau will be 
determined next Friday when a meeting of 
the Advisory Committee will be held in this 
city, attended by the General Passenger 
Agents of all the roads between Chicagu 
and the Pacific Coast. 

For the last eight months the roads in- 
terested in this business have been wrang- 
ling over a_ proposed reallotment of per- 
centages under the pooling agreement. Fae 
Santa Fé and Rock Island Railroads de- 
mand an increased percentage of the immi- 
grant business to California. An increase 
in the percentages of these roads would 
have to come out of the Southern Pacific, 
‘and the latter refuses to make any con- 
cessions whatever or even to submit the 
matter for arbitration.

ATLANTIC COAST LINE’S PLAN. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 25.—The Atlantic

ville and Nashville Railroad. The pro- 
posci issue is to supply the $10,000,000 cash

JUDGMENT AGAINST RAILROAD. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 25.—By a de- 
cision handed down in the Supreme Court 
to-day, the Indiana school fund will profit 
$685,424 at the expense of the Vandalia 
Railroad. The judgment against the road is 
for $913,905, but of this 25 per cent. goes 
to attorneys who have handled the State's 
case. 

The Vandalia was granted a charter in 
1847, the road agreeing to pay the State for 
the benefit of the school fund profits in 
excess of a percentage named. It was to 
secure this surplus that suit was started 
by the State. The fight has been a long one 
and may be prolonged if the matter is taken 
to the United States Supreme Court.

NEW HOBOKEN POLICE CHIEF. 


Patrolman Hayes Chosen to Succeed 
Donovan, Who Retires After 
36 Years’ Service. 


Patrolman for eleven years, Roundsman, 
Sergeant, Captain, and Chief of Police 
within ten minutes, was the record estab- 
lished yesterday by Officer Patrick Hayes, 
Jr., of the Hoboken Police Force. He is 
to succeed Chief Charles A. Donovan, who 
has served the city in that capacity for 
more than thirty-six years, and who is to 
fall back into private life Dec. 1, very 


much against his will. When his retire- 
ment was broached, Chief Donovan threat- 
ened court proceedings, and held several 
stormy interviews with Mayor Lankering 
before he acquiesced in the proposition 
that his place might be better filled by a 
younger man. 

“hief-elect Hayes is a son of Capt. Hayes 
of the Hoboken police, who is also about 
to be retired, and was born in Hoboken 
Jan. 10, 1870, about a year after his father 
joined the department. He became an of- 
fice boy for a New York daily newspaper 
when nine years old and was afterward a 
reporter. Before he attained his majority, 
however, he had become a solicitor in the 
foreign department of the American Ex- 
yress Company, and soon after became a 

oboken policeman. Duties allotted to few 
of his rank fell to him, such as taking 
charge of and tabulating the election re- 
turns on election night year after year at 
Police Headquarters. 

“‘I desire it to be understood that I bear 
no ill-will toward the young cfficer whom 
the Police Board has seen fit to appoint 
as my successor. He is a young man whoa: 
has the admiration of every one,” re- 
marked Chief Donovan when he learned 
that final action had been taken.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The storm central 
this morning in Tennessee has moved very slow- 
ly e@ast-northeast and still overlies the north- 
eastern portion of that State, with a tendency 
to take a northeasterly direction. Pressure is 
relatively high over the St. Lawrence Valley, 
and an area of high pressure of considerable 
magnitude is advancing eastward over the Rocky 
Mountain region. 


Rain has fallen in the Ohio Valley and in 
the Missisippi Valley south of Cairo, also in the 
East Gulf, South Atlantic and Middle Atlantic 
States, and locally in the Missourl Valley. The 


rains in Eastern Texas have ceased, and fair 
weather prevails in that State. 

It is somewhat colder in New England, the 
lower lake region, the Lower Mississippi Valley, 
the Middle Rocky Mountain plateau regions, and 
the extreme Northwest. 

There will be rain to-morrow in the lake re- 
gion, the Upper Ohio Valley, the Middle Atlantic 
States, and New England, and rain will prob- 
ably continue in the last-named region Thurs- 
day. Rain is also probable Thursday in the 
lower lake region. 

It will be colder to-morrow in the Middle and 
Lower Mississippi Valleys and the East Gulf 
States, and colder Thursday in the Upper Ohio 
Valley and Middle and South Atlantic States. 

The winds along the New England Coast and 
in the lower lake region will be brisk northeast 
shifting to westerly; along the South Atlantic 
and East Gulf Coasts, brisk southwest, and on 
the West Gulf Coast fresh northwest, diminish- 
ing Thursday. On the upper lakes the winds 
= be mostly fresh northeast shifting to west- 
erly. 

Steamships departing to-morrow for European 
ports will have fresh northeast winds and rain 
to the Grand Banks. Storm warnings are dis- 
played on the Atlantic Coast from East port to 
Jacksonville, on the lower lakes and Southern 
Lake Michigan. Frost warnings have been {s- 
sued for Oklahoma, Northern Arkansas, and ex- 
treme Northern Texas.

C. Loring 
Brace, the Secretary, who is a descendant 
of the founder, in his report yesterday de- 
clared that “to-day no poor child in New 
York need be homeless on the street nor be 
forced to steal or beg for a living, nor want 
a meal, if he gives any evidence that he is 
willing to work for it.” 

Mr. Brace reviewed the growth of the or- 
ganization since its foundation by Charles 
L. Brace and a small group of friends. 
Then it had no endowment in the ordinary 
sense of the word, it had no property, no 
promises of support, no fund of any kind, 
and $50 was considered a notable contribu- 
tion. During the last twelve months the 
expenditures of the organization amounted 
to no less than $543,109.07. The number of 
children aided during the last year was 
given by Mr. Brace in tabular form as fol- 
lows:

“ The principle of the society,’’ the report 


goes on, “is to give to the children of the 
poor and unfortunate the means of self- 
help and to encourage them to use the 
means. We find in all kinds of humanity 
a divinely given uplifting power, stronger 
than the down-pulling influence of hered- 
ity. Remove the child from bad environ- 
ment before the age when instincts are 
polluted, and place him amid good family 
surroundings, where he will develop nat- 
urally in the discipline of every-day life, 
and he. will grow in moral health and 
strength exactly as the average child does. 


RESULT OF MANUAL TRAINING. 


“The class of children that weare striving 
to reach are so restless and lacking in am- 
bition and so rebellious against efforts at 


discipline, that many of them can only be 
kept in school by perpetual change in the 
subject offered for class work. These many 
departments of manual training answer 
this requirement, and at the same time are 
useful to the children, as is proved by the 
fact that the boys and girls obtain better 
wages and more rapid promotion in the 
factories and shops. 

“Our school workis limited to the primary 
grades for the reason that the children go 
to work at the age of thirteen. As a conse- 
quence we have developed manual training 
in the primary grades far beyond the pub- 
lic schools either in New York or else- 
where. The exhibitions of manual training 
in the central office of the Children’s Aid 
Society which have been given from time 
to time in the past have called forth great 
ee from specialists on the subject who 
lave been amazed that so much can be 
done among such very young children. The 
exhibition which we shall make in May 
will be another example of what can be 
ae in primary grade work in this direc- 

on. 

“The homes of the children are visited by 
our teachers, who made 19,292 visits during 
the year. Often the families were found 
in the greatest distress, and in order to 
make it possible that the children might 
attend school it was necessary to find some 
form of relief for 9,307 persons. Many of 
the children must be given hot lunches at 
the schools. Often they must be fitted out 
with strong shoes and additional clothing 
in Winter, which they pay for in small 
part, and in part by their good attendance 
and progress in study. 

“It has been said that our society gives 
relief to poor families without investigation 
and that pauperism results, but this state- 
ment is far from being true. The teachers 
and visitors of our industrial schools are 
closely associated with the families of the 
children who attend the schools. A mes- 
sage that a little boy or girl cannot come 
to school because ot sickness or some other 
misfortune is brought at once to the at- 
tention of the school visitor, who calls at 
the home of the child, and is welcomed as 
one who has the right to call because she 
is the ‘‘ teacher."’ Sudden illness, accident, 
or death of the wage-earner often makes 
it necessary that immediate assistance be 
given by the visitor. If continued assist- 
ance is required, the family is referred to 
one of the relief-giving charities, but our 
own visitor has means for giving temporary 
relief in cases of emergency. 

“ The gift by bequest of the late Miss Miln 
of a house, 442 West Twenty-third Street, 
with a partial endowment, will make it 
possible for our society to open a home 
tor foundlings, orphan babies, and babies 
rescued from evil environment. This house 
will make a beautiful home for about 
twenty babies. As they will be placed out 
in family homes rapidly, they will be kept 
but a short time in the home, and we be- 
lieve a large number will be cared for dur- 
ing the year. 
is a great demand for babies, and we have 
no doubt that we shall be able to find 
homes rapidly for all the little ones we 
may receive. We have a trained nurse 
in charge, and the very best sanitary ar- 
rangements. 

“In connection with our schools, classes 
for crippled and deformed children were 
organized and have become necessary to 
the happiness, health, and welfare of these 
little invalids.” 

Of the probation department Mr. 
says: 

“The work of the past year has impressed 
us anew with the importance of this depart- 
ment in saving boys from criminal life. 
Of the two hundred and fifty offenders who 
formerly would have been sent to the work- 
house or jail, two hundred were rescued 
from that fate, and are at present leading 
honest lives, with promise that they will 
not drift back again into bad ways.”’ 

The farm school established in 1894 at 
Kensico by Mrs. Joseph M. White, Mr. 
Brace says, has proved a potent factor in 
the uplifting of the ‘street arab,’’ whose 
reclamation formerly seemed a problem al- 
most beyond hope. 

FARM A SUCCESS. 

“Cottages, barns, dairy, infirmary, and 
schoolhouse were given by Mrs. White and 
others as the venture proved successful, 
until now the farm accommodates eighty 
boys, assigned among the different cottages 
according to age and skill in farmwork. 
Each cottage has its house mother to 
eare for the boys. She nurses them when 
ailing, watches over their clothing and their 
manners, pets them when good, and scolds 
them when bad, and very quickly the sus- 

icious, sour lad who had begun to be- 
leve society was his enemy, discovers that 
this is a beautiful world after all, and most 
surprising of all, he has found a home and 
friends. When he has made this astonish- 
ing discovery he begins to drop his shifty 
ways, and to take life as it comes wit 
more and more confidence that some one 
cares for him, and is keeping an eye on 
him in the hope that not only will he be 
well behaved at the moment but will con- 
tinue so, 

“The best known and best managed or- 
phans’ hcme and college of our time, which 
eares for and educates orphan boys from 
eight to eighteen years of age, has lately 
celebrated its fiftieth year, and reports 
having 2n endowment of $26,000,000, and 
that it has expended $11,000,000 in mainte 
nance, having educated regardless of cost 
and sent out 4,189 young men. Of these 
1,523 cannot be traced, and of the others 
18 are lawyers, 10 clergymen, 10 physicians, 
& are engineers or architects, 7 are bankers 
or brokers, and all the rest are clerks in 
various trades and small occupations. 

**Good as this record is, compare it with 
the results of this society’s efforts in be- 
half of orphans. With little or now endow- 
ment, and at a cost of but $750,000, we have 
rescued and placed in family homes 22,528 
orphan or abandoned children, provided 
situations at wages in the country for 24,- 
861 older boys and girls, and restored 5,201 
runaway children to parents. Of those 
placed in family homes in the West, the 
vast majority have become farmers or 
farmer’s wives. Of the others, we know 
that one became Governor of a State, and 
one of a Territory, two have been Mem- 
bers of Congress, two Sheriffs, three Dis- 
trict Attorneys, three County Commission- 
ers, and several have been members of

ITALIANS START THE FUND. 


“A group of the Italian Americans who 
attended our Italian school years ago, rec- 


ognizing the importance of this work, ana | 


anxious that the neglected children of their 
fellow-countrymen who are row coming 
over in such numbers, may have the same 
opportunity, have of their cwn_ volition 
formed a committee and raised among 
themselves the sum of $2,100, contribute] 
in amounts from 10 cents upward. More 
than 2,000 people have ecntributed to this 
little fund, including the King of Italy. 
The committee urges the Children’s Aid 


Society, with this fund as a beginning, to | 
establish‘an industrial school where it is so |} 


urgently needed. Any one desiring to leave 
a permanent benefaction to our city coull 
not do a more useful thing than to corm- 
plete the fund to erect a puilding where 
neglected children of Ita'ian emigrants may 
be trained, with room also tor nursery. 
classes for crippled children, gymnasium, 
and rooms which may be use? for neigh- 
borhood work. Such a gift to the poor will 
be useful for generations. The land and 
building together will cost about $100,000. 

“Our sanitarium at Coney Island for 
mothers with sick and ailing babies was 
overcrowded during the past Summer, and 
we need a new cottage there or a reur- 
rangement of the old buildings. At present 
there is accommodation for 300 persons. 
A central hall would cost about $20,000 and 
enable us to lodge 500 mothers and babies 
each week. The grounds and beach ure 
large, and the administration staff could 
care for more sick little ones if there were 
more dormitory and dining room space. 

“To complete the usefulness of our Farm 
School we must have a building to be used 
for shop work for the boys in Winter. 
Experience has shown us that a certain 
number of boys may be used in the Winter 
in the barn cutting feed for the stock and 
caring for the animals,and another group 
of boys may work out of doors in whatever 
occupation the weather permits, but, nev- 
ertheless, there is always a time when a 
shop where boys could be taught the use 
of tools and the beginnings of carpentry, 
blacksmith, and wheelwright trades would 
be of the utmost importance to the boys, 
enabling them to prove more useful in 
the homes which we find for them, and 
consequently more valuable to their em- 
ployers and more likely to be retained in 
employment through the Winter when ordi- 
nary farm work ceases. The shop and 
equipment would cost about $4,000, and 
would be of great service to us. 

The report of A. B. Hepburn, the Treas- 
urer, shows total receipts of $543,109.97, 
and expenditures of the same amount dur- 
ing the last year. There were eleven 
legacies, to the aggregate amount of $25,- 
424.85, and memorial donations to the 
amount of $8,490.60.

A MAN WITHOUT A COUNTRY. 


Shut Out at Havana and Sent to Ellis 
Island on His Return—Recent 
Similar Case. 


Enforcing their new immigration laws, 
which are modeled on those of this country, 
the Cuban authorities refused last week to 
admit Angelo Gallini, an Italian, who went 
down from here on the Ward liner Morro 
Castle to accept a position as a waiter in 
the Hotel Ingleterra in Havana. They ex- 
cluded him 6n the ground that his admis- 


sion would be a violation of the Cuban con- 
tract labor law, and accordingly he was 
sent back on the Morro Castle, which ar- 
rived here vesterday. When Boarding Of- 
ficer Thompson learned of the case he sent 
the man to Ellis Island, claiming that his 
first citizenship papers are not sufficient to 
entitle him to re-enter this port. The case 
will come up before the Board of Special 
Inquiry, and Gallini may have another free 
trip to Havana on the Morro Castle. 
Whoever may be benefited by the strin- 
gent enforcement of the immigration stat- 
utes here and at Havana, it is certain that 
the Ward Line is getting the worst of it. 
Constantin Garcia stowed away on the 
Mexico of that line when she sailed from 
this port about three weeks ago, and the 
Cuban authorities would not admit him, al- 
though he was a Cuban, on account of his 
four months’ residence in this country. He 
was sent back on the Monterey, also a 
Ward liner, and when he arrived here he 
was not allowed to land, as he had no 
means of support. When he was on his 
third free trip south the officers of the 
Monterey discovered that Garcia was a

PRESIDENT CANTOR RETURNS.

e would have had not less than 50,000 plu- 
rality. The impression in the West seems 
to be that if the Democrats are to defeat 
President Roosevelt a new leader must be 
found, and Judge Parker is the man every 
one is talking about. 

“IT have read a good deal of adulation of 
Leader Murphy in connection with the re- 
sult of the recent election in New York 
City,”’ said Mr. Cantor, in referring, to the 
recent campaign, ‘‘ but my opinion is that 
Mr. Murphy had no more to do with the 
great majority rolled up for Coler in the 
city than my hat did. 

‘“T read that Senator Platt says that he 
will be for Mr. Low if Mr. Low will be good 
enough to the Republicans in the way of 
patronage. Mr. Low cannot be good enough 
to suit Mr. Platt in that direction. The 
civil service law stands in the way.

Branches of Science — Finance 
Committee Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 25.—The Trustees 
, of the Carnegie Institute met in the New 


Willard Hotel to-day in annual session with | 


| Dr. Billings, Vice Chairman of the Board of 
} Trustees, in the chair. The principal busi- 
ness of the forenoon session consisted of 
the reading and discussion of the report of 
the Executive Committee appointed at the 
meeting held last January. 

The report proved to be an extensive doc- 
ument, containing many recommendations 
for the establishment of a permanent uni- 
| versity in accordance with the plans of Mr. 
Carnegie. These suggestions were discussed 
at length, but no conclusion was reached 
on any point, and on this account no de- 
tailed statement of the purport of the re- 
port was given out. 

At the afternoon session the board 
thorized the Executive Committee to ap- 
| propriate $200,000 of the income to the pur- 

poses recommended by the advisory 

mittees in various branches of science. The 

board also voted to set aside $100,000 as a 

reserve fund, to allow $50,000 or so much as 

may be needed for other expenses, includ- 

| ing salaries, rental, &c., and to devate 
$40,000 to the publication of scientific me- 
moirs and papers. The further details of 
the appropriation were referred to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

The appointment of a Finance Committee 
was determined on, and Messrs. 
Mills, and Higginson were so designated. 
The death of Henry Hitchcock of Missouri 
was announced, and his brother, Secretary 
E. A. Hitchcock of the Interior Department, 
was elected to the vacancy. 

The question of a site for the Carnegie 
Institution was discussed at length, but 
was postponed until the next annual meet- 
ing of the board. Among those present to- 
day was Prof. Alexander Agassiz, President 
of the National Academy of Sciences. 





EVACUATION DAY CEREMONIES. 


Two Flag Raisings, One by a Park 
Keeper at the Battery, Marked the 
Historic Anniversary. 


Down at the Battery, where in past years 
elaborate patriotic exercises were held each 
year in commemoration of the evacuation 
of New York by the British soldiers and 
their allies on Noy. 25, 1783, and the tri- 
umphant re-entry of Gen. Washington and 
his army, a park keeper yesterday morn- 
ing ran the Stars and Stripes up on a flag- 
pole near the Barge Office. Nobody saw 
him do it, and few who from under their 
umbrellas observed the flag hanging al- 
most motionless in the drizzling rain re- 
called its significance. 

Another ceremony yesterday in connec- 
tion with the anniversary of New York's 
historic day was held at the Jumel 
mansion, at One Hundred and Sixtieth 
Street, Washington Heights, where Gen. 
Washington had his headquarters before 
the retreat of the British from the city. 
Gen. Fernando P. Earle, who owns the his- 
toric building, hoisted the flag on the front 
porch at sunrise. The General's children 
and five members of the Washington Conti- 
nental Guard were present. 

A meeting of the Sons of the Revolution 
was held in the evening at Delmonico’s to 
celebrate the anniversary. Charles R. An- 
derson, the Vice President, presided. Will- 
iam Webster Ellsworth delivered an ad- 
dress on ‘“‘ Capt. John Smith and Old Vir- 
ginia.”’ 

The city in general seemed to have for- 
gotten the anniversary of evacuation. For 
many years the old flag that was nailed by 
John Van Arsdale to the pole at the Bat- 
tery when the American troops marched 
down from Harlem was in possession of the 
Van Arsdale family, and was run up on 
each anniversary. Later the flag was 
burned with Barnum's Museum. For forty 
years John Van Arsdale, a son of the origi- 
nal flag raiser, attended the ceremonies 
at the Battery and conducted the flag rais- 
ing. 


ALDERMEN PASS THE BUDGET. 
Board Also Appropriates Additional 


$2,000,000 for New School Sites 
and Houses. 





A special meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men was held yesterday to pass the budget 
of the expenses of the City Government for 
1903. Forty-two votes were cast in the af- 
firmative and none in the negative. The 
budget amounts to $97,110,931.10. 

A regular session of the board was held 
afterward for general business. A minority 


report was expected from President Can- 

| tor of the Borough of Manhattan and Al- 
derman Sullivan, opposing the Pennsylva- 
nia franchise, but none was presented. A 
resolution was passed appropriating $2,000,- 
Qv0 for new school sites and houses. That 
is in addition to the $6,000,000 of corporate 
stock authorized last Spring for the same 
vaepees. 

The number of buildings and additions, the 
number of classrooms, and the number of 
sittings to be provided in the several bor- 
oughs are as follows: Borough of Manhat- 
tan—Seven new buildings, 6 additions, 358 
classrooms, and 17,445 sittings; Borough of 
the Bronx—Two new buildings, 48 class- 
rooms, and 2,400 sittings; Borough of 
Brooklyn—Eight new buildings, 268 class- 
rooms, and 12,400 sittings; Borough of 
Queens—Three new buildings, 2 additions, 
116 classrooms, and 5,800 sittings; Borough 
of Richmond—One new building, 8 class- 
rooms, and 400 sittings. The new Manual 
Training School in the Borough of Brook- 
lyn also is provided for. 

The number of new sites acquired or to 
be acquired are seven in Manhattan, one 
in the Bronx. six in Brooklyn, two in 
Queens, and two in Richmond.

Distillers Want Lower Whisky Tax. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 25.—Two meet- 
ings of considerable interest to distillers 
throughout the country took place to-day. 
The members of the Kentucky Distillers’ 
Association convened at the Galt House 
this morning to formulate plans to secure 
the reduction of the tax on whisky in 
bond from $1.10 to 70 cents and the passage 
of the outage bill at the next session of 
Congress. Immediately after adjournment

TRY L. J. CALLANAN’S 
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| THANKSGIVING DINNER 
COSTS MORE THIS YEAR 


Turkeys, Game, and Even Cran- 
berries, Jump in Price. 


Imported Birds, Except Egyptian Quail, 
Remain at Last Year’s Prices— 
Fruit and Nuts Higher. 


All yesterday in rain and mud marketers 
tramped about selecting from the abun- 
dance displayed the good things for the 
Thanksgiving Day dinner table. In the 
public markets were to be seen many 
stylishly dressed young women and ma- 
trons, their dresses furrowing the sawdust 
with which the floors were covered, for if 
there is any dinner out of three hundred 
and sixty five that the housekeeper does 
not want to leave entirely in the hands of 
the cook or steward it is the Thanksgiving 
Day dinner. 

That prince of fowl, the turkey, is more 
popular this year than ever before, com- 
mission dealers say, but they add quite un- 
complimentarily that it is because of the 
scarcity of game. Quail, partridge, and 
grouse are far from plentiful. For the few 
that are to be had in the markets of New 
York prices asked are 30 and 40 per cent. 
higher than that which usually prevails at 
Thanksgiving time. For the average per- 
son, however, turkey is a satisfactory sub- 
stitute, and because of the unusually large 
demand for this bird, the price to be paid 
for it has been hoisted from 25 to 35 per 
cent. 

There have been larger importations of 
game this year than last, dealers say. 
Scotch grouse, partridges, and blackcock, 
German hares, and Egyptian quail are to 
be had at the importer’s shop. The prices 
are about the same as last year, with the 
exception of that for Egyptian quail, which 
is up about 25 per cent. 

There is still another influence than the 
small supply at work in the provision mar- 


ket. All the independent dealers—and they 
are in a great majority—say that agents 
for a new combination are in the market 
offering high prices for everything in the 
way of poultry and game, more than the 
dealers can ask the trade to pay. The re- 
sult will be, the independent men say, that 
the two large dealers who are said to be 
effecting the corner will sell these products 
back to the small dealers next Summer, 
when everything else is off the market, 
os peayes 25 per cent. higher than now pre- 
vail. 

Cranberries are growing in popularity, 
the merchants say. A few years ago there 
were comparatively few of them sold in 
New York, but the residents of the metrop- 
olis, as well as the people in the rest of the 
country, have been sharpening their taste 
for the berry, and the result has been that 
already about one-half of the entire crop 
of this season has been sold. The prices 
are about $1-higher on a barrel than last 
year, which, to the small purchaser means 
an increase of 1 cent a quart. 

One of the most remarkable things in the 
provision business, merchants say, has been 
the popularization of the cranberry. South- 
erners do not like them, nor do Europeans, 
but throughout the Northern States thou- 
sands and thousands of barrels are eaten 
during the brief season. A merchant point- 
ed out as an illustration that while five or 
six or perhaps ten barrels is considered a 
big season's shipment to a merchant in 
Richmond or Atlanta, some dealers in Kan- 
sas City, Minneapolis, or Omaha order five 
and six carloads at a time. 

Apples have not been selling well this 
year. There was an over crop, and a large 
percentage was of an inferior grade. The 
immediate demand has been very small 
and prices unusually low, and the result is 
that the bulk of the crop is now in cold 
storage. Oranges, pineapples, and tomatoes 
have not been as plentiful as usual, and 
the prices range about 25 per cent. higher 
than last year. A similar increase has 
been made in the price of nuts, figs, and 
dates, also because of a shortage, but trade 
in these products is reported unusually act- 
ive for the Thanskgiving season.

Suit Against Her Mother as 
the Executrix. 


An action brought in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, by Augusta M. C. Higgins 
against her mother, Augusta M. C. Young, 
as executrix of the will of Gilbert G. Young, 
for the purpose of setting aside Mr.

AN “EDUCATIONAL GOVERNOR.” 

It looks as if the name of “ education- 
al Governor,”’ which was originally given 
to Gov. MONTAGUE of Virginia and Gov. 
Aycock of Georgia, would soon cease to 
be a distinction in the South. The title 
at first indicated that the bearer of it 
was exceptionally interested in promot- 
ing the of free common 
schools, especially in the rural districts 
of his State.

The latest instance of a newly elected 
Governor to declare himself earnestly in 
favor of an advanced standard of school- 
ing is the Hon. JAMEes B. FRAZIER, the 
Governor-elect of Tennessee. He is a 
lawyer of excellent standing and a man 
of ability. During his canvass he dis- 
the question before the people 
and defined with entire frankness the 
policy which he would support. In re- 
gard to rural schools he said: 


While we spent in Tennessee last year 
$1,811,000 on public schools, we find that 
the average number of days taught was 
only ninety-three, and in many of the coun- 
ties of the State it did not exceed seventy- 
five days. In our incorporated cities and 
towns the State and county funds can be 
supplemented by a municipal tax, and 
there, as a rule, our public’ schools 
are well taught and the terms are 
of sufficient length. The trouble is 
with our country § schools. The great 
bulk of the population of Tennessee live in 
the country. They are the steady farmers 
who till the soil, produce the wealth, and 
pay their taxes to the State. I say that 
their sons and daughters are entitled to 
have better schools and longer school 
terms that they may be better equipped 
to meet the responsibilities and fight the 
great battle of life, and if I am elected 
your Governor I shall make a supreme 
effort to bring about this result so im- 
peratively demanded. I want to live to 
see the day when every boy and girl in 
Tennessee, whether living in country 
or city, whether the child of poverty and 
toil or the child of wealth and luxury, 
shall have the opportunity of attending 
a well-taught school for at least nine 
months in every year. When this is done, 
you will see your penitentiary problem 
simplified, your criminal costs bills grow 
infinitely less, and the productive energy 
and wealth of this great State many times 
multiplied.

SOFT COAL AS A STEAM FUEL. 

In announcing the suspension of the 
local ordinances designed to suppress the 
smoke nuisance at the time when only 
soft coal was available, his Honor Mayor 
Low made a mistake which might have 
entailed, and perhaps will yet entail, ser- 
ious embarrassment to the administra- 
tion. Perhaps he was under the mistake 
of supposing that the law which he de- 
cided should not be enforced for a time, 
was one prohibiting the burning of soft 


| coal. Had it been its enforcement during 


the continuance of the anthracite strike 
would have been a hardship of the most 
serious kind, and the industries of the 
city would have been paralyzed. But the 
suspended ordinance was nothing of the 
sort. The essential provisions of Section 
134 of the Sanitary Code require that 
every furnace “shall be so constructed 
as to consume or burn the smoke arising 
therefrom.” This language is not accur- 
ately scientific, but it is intelligible and 
means that no one shall maintain a 
smoke nuisance within the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Health. Before, during, 
and since the anthracite strike large 
quantities of bituminous coal have been 
burned daily under steam boilers with no 
visible smoke, and with no annoyance 
or injury to the public. Those who 
turned to soft coal when the supply of 
anthracite failed or it became imprac- 
ticably costly, could have pleaded inex- 
perience and inadequate facilities while 
soft coal was new to them} but to have 


providing themselves with the means of 
burning it with very little or no smoke, 
and to have vigorously prosecuted those 
who darkened the heavens with rolling 
cumuli of carbon was the duty of the 
Health Department, with which the 
Mayor should not have interfered. The 
mistake was accentuated when his 
Honor committed the further indiscre- 
tion of announcing that on and after 
Nov. 15 the enforcement of Section 134 
of the Sanitary Code would be resumed. 
The toleration of law breaking makes the 
resumption of civic virtue extremely dif- 
ficult—whether that which is tolerated 
be preventable smoke from coal fires, or 
violations of the excise law, or offenses 
against public decency. 

There has been some misunderstanding 
of the attitude of consumers of fuel for 
steam purposes, growing out of the fact 
that all the available small coal and 
dust, largely the product of the washer- 
ies under the culm banks is not eagerly 
taken. Most large consumers of soft 
coal have contracts which they could 
not abrogate if they wanted to, and 
would not under existing conditions if 
at liberty to do so. They do not approve 
of the arbitrary advance of 50 cents per 
ton on washery product. No adjustment 
of the wages dispute in the mines affects 
the refuse piles representing the waste of 
a quarter to half a century of mining, 
and consumers demand a better reason 
than has yet been given for the advance 
in sizes which, until very recently, the 
producers had difficulty in disposing of 
at prices which more than repaid the 
cost of transportation. It should also 
be remembered that nothing in the situ- 
ation existing up to to-day has given 
any assurance that the anthracite strike 
is over or that supplies even of the steam 
sizes, now abundant, will be maintained. 
If the lessening in the demand for soft 
coal shuts it out of this market, a good 
deal of difficulty would be experienced 
in securing a resumption of deliveries if 
the anthracite supply should suddenly 
fail through a resumption of hostilities 
between the operators and the miners. 
This has been possible at any time, and 
may still be. The modus vivendi under 
which the mines are operated gave no 
guarantee of continued peace, and while 
this uncertainty continued reliance upon 
soft coal was scarcely more than ordi- 
nary business prudence. Meanwhile, the 
supply available for New York is not 
adequate. The Coal Trade Journal esti- 
mates the requirements of this city for 
the months of December, January, Feb- 
ruary, and March as follows:

This is more coal than is now coming 
to New York, and as anything like an 
impartial and equable distribution is im- 
possible, it follows that any coal secured 
by one private consumer in anticipation 
of immediate requirements, even to the 
extent of a ton or two, leaves some one 
unprovided. 

But all this has nothing to do with 
the enforcement of the provisions of the 
Sanitary Code relative to the smoke 
nuisance. Those who want to burn soft 
coal can do it without smoke, and should 
be required to do so. Some of the larg- 
est of them make no smoke at all. Those 
who can not or will not respect the public 
rights in this matter ¢an now get an- 
thracite in steam sizes, and, as it is 
cheaper than good bituminous coal, no 
hardship is involved in requiring them to 
abandon soft coal and resume the use 
of the smokeless fuel.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—That correspondent of ours who said 
that during a residence of five years in 
Sngland he never heard a native mention 
such a drink as “ half-and-half’’ or found 
one who knew what it meant, was some- 
what hasty in deducing from these facts 
the conclusion that the term is a “ British- 
ism” which exists, nowadays, at least, only 
in the imagination of others than Britons. 
Other friends of ours assure us that “ half- 
and-half”’ is still well known in the land 
of its invention, and that the name is as 
familiar as it was in Dickens's time—to the 
class that used it then. In this last and 
qualifying clause lies, perhaps, an explana- 
tion of the doubter’s experience—an ex- 
planation, too, that is most creditable to 
him, since it hints that his associations 
while abroad were of an intensely respecta- 
ble sort, and therefore not likely to bring 
him into contact with people versed in 
bibulous phraseology. There are now, of 
course, and have been for several decades, 
folks in England whose habits of life have 
been such as to leave them deeply ignorant 
of alcoholic devices and nomenclature, and 
anybody who limited his acquaintances to 
this class might easily pass more than five 
years without hearing a single reference to 
a beverage like ‘‘ half-and-half,’’ which, be- 
sides being more than slightly plebeian, 
also suggests an enforced desire to econo- 
mize. Students of popular speech are sure 
to make mistakes—we mean mistakes in 
linguistics, not in morals—if they keep con- 
stantly on the social heights. The roots of 
languages, like the roots of other things, 
lie low, and must be sought where they are 
to be found. THACKERAY knew where to 
look, as well as Dickens, and it is recorded 
of him that one day at his club, when some- 
bedy announced the death of a noted patron 
of the London taverns, the gentle satirist 
breathed the fitting eulogy—‘‘He was a 
man; take him for half-and-half, I shall 
not look upon his like again!” 


——Judging from the resolutions adopted 
by the Ministerial Alliance of Salt Lake 
City, it is going to be somewhat difficult, 
not to say impossible, to keep ‘ Apostle”’ 
Smoot out of the Senate in case he suc- 
ceeds in getting himself elected to that 
body by his Mormon friends. For the reso- 
lutions do not charge Mr. Smoot himself 
with indulgence in polygamous practices, 
and that accusation would certainly have 
been made by his clerical opponents if they 
had thought or even hoped that it could be 
supported. They only say that he believes 
in polygamy and as a Senator would be 
amenable to the influence of those who are 
guilty of it. Those are adequate reasons for 
opposing the ‘‘ Apostie’s”’ election to any 
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which he has been regularly elected. In 
this country men can believe what they 
like without affecting their position before 
the law, and to contest a Senatorial elec- 
tion because of what somebody else thinks 
a man is likely to do in the future if he 
gets the opportunity might be fun, but it 
would hardly be profitable or effective. Mr. 
ROBERTS was not driven out of the House 
of Representatives because he was a Mor- 
mon, but because he had a superfluity of 
wives. The ministers of Salt Lake City are 
right in their contention that Mr. Smoot 
ought not to become a member of the Sen- 
ate, and all their efforts should be directed 
toward keeping him at home. If he once 
gets to Washington, they will have to prove 
more than they charge in their resolutions 
to deprive him of his seat. 

—After careful investigation and delib- 
eration, the Attorney General decides that 
though the officials of the Painters’ Union 
in Schenectady expelled WILLIAM POTTER 
from their organization because he refused 
to quit the National Guard, they cannot be 
prosecuted for forcing his employer to dis- 
charge him, because all they did was to 
notify the employer that PoTTER was no 
longer a member of the Painters’ Union! 
That may be good law, but it is highly 
questionable as good sense, and it is most la- 
mentable that the Attorney General had to 
call attention to the distinction between law 
and sense. Every time that is done, public 
confidence in the law is diminished, and 
the suggestion that the law can be, and 
the promise that it will be, changed at the 
mext session of the Legislature is poor con- 
solation for the injury now inflicted. It is 
known to all that PoTTEerR lost his job be- 
cause he performed a public duty, but it is 
only the notification of the fact of his ex- 
pulsion from the union that could be 
brought before a court! Had his discharge 
been asked on the ground that he was a 
inilitiaman—the ground on which the ex- 
pulsion was based, that is—the case would 
have been different and an action would 
Ne! That is calculated to cause impatience. 


VIEWS OF A NON-UNION WORKMAN 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been a constant worker as a ma- 
chinist in New York for nearly fifty years. 
I have never belonged to any union, but 
have worked and mingled freely with union 
men, criticising and often opposing their 
methods, yet I have never noticed any un- 
friendly act or feeling on the part of any 
labor unions or workman. On the other 
hand, I have found union men as a rule 
gentlemanly, accommodating, and the best 
workmen. I have never offered to or would 
work for less than the union rates, which 
I believe to be fair and just. I do not think 
I have any moral right to make a contract 
for labor at a price that some other work- 
man refuses, especially if it be below the 
living point. And, as to what is just and 
equitable, a mhjority of those in the same 
line, acting through unions, I consider the 
most competent authority to decide. If the 
wages in question are not good enough for 


union men, they are not good enough for 
me. This I believe to be the sentiment of 
a large majority of workmen, union and 
non-union, 

The man who goes into a community and 
offers to work for wages that will not ena- 
ble him to live respectably and discharge 
all his duties as a good citizen, is not only 
an enemy to other workmen, but also to 
society and his country. No man has a 
right to work on such conditions. He can 
plead no excuse but necessity. He is an 
outlaw, for necessity knows no law. He 
is called a “scab.”’ ‘‘ Slave’ would be a 
more appropriate name. 

In all my long experience I have found 
that the labor unions have no quarrel with 
non-union men so long as they demand 
union wages. They have assisted a hun- 
dred non-union men to get employment 
where they have hindered one. To their 
influence we non-union men ought to give 
credit for a nine-hour day instead of ten 
at the same pay, and for improved condi- 
tions of work, although the expense and 
loss from strikes have been borne by union 
men. 

So long as the present conditions exist 
in the industrial world, trades unions are a 
necessity, and the benefits gained will be 
shared aiike by union men and by all! non- 
union men who have sufficient self-respect 
to maintain the dignity of their calling and 
insist upon getting living wages. 

Let Dr. Hillis and President Eliot defend 
the tramp and the strike breakers. I cheer- 
fully give my testimony after half a cent- 
ury’s experience in favor of the union and 
union wages.

INTERNAL REVENUE REPORT. 


Receipts Have Been Reduced About 
$100,000,000 by the Abolishing 
of War Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—John W. 
Yerkes, the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, in his report for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1902, says that by the two acts 
abolishing the war revenue taxes internal 
revenue taxes have been reduced about 
$100,000,000. 

There has been, however, an increase of 
revenue from taxes laid on distilled spirits 
and other objects that were not affected by 
war revenue legislation. 

The receipts of the bureau for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1901, were $306,871,- 
369, and for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1902, $271,867,990. 

By an act of Congress of date June 27, 
1902, provision was made for the refund- 


ing of taxes paid upon legacies and be- 
quests for uses of a religious, charitable, 
or educational charactcr; for the encour- 
agement of art, &c., under the act of 
June 13, 1898. Refunding claims on this 
account amounting to some $435,000 have 
been allowed already, and it is_ believed 
that the total amount that will be re- 
funded under this law will amount to some 
$640,000. 

Congress having provided for the pay- 
ment of a drawback, or rebate, on all 
original and unbroken factory packages of 
smoking and manufactured tobacco and 
snuff and cigars held by manufacturers or 
dealers on the Ist of July, 1901, 49,364 
claims have been paid, the rebates being 
$3,108,511. 

In addition to the items for refund or 
rebate presented, there have been filed 
during the fiscal year 1902 4,743 claims for 
abatement of taxes assessed. Of_ these 
3,857 were allowed, amounting to $4,187,- 
681, and 440 claims, amounting to $449,254, 
were rejected or returned for amendment. 

In 1901 the total production of_ spirits 
was 128,568,201 gallons; in 1902, 182,843,802 
gallons. In 1901, in round numbers, 100,- 
000,000 gallons of tax-paid spirits were 
withdrawn; in 1902, 104,000,000, . 

The percentage of cost of collection for 
the fiscal vear 1902 fs $1.70, an increase of 
15 cents on each $100 in the percentage of 
cost of collection, as compared with the 
preceding fiscal year, when the lowest per- 
centage of cost in the history of this bu- 
reau in the administration of internal reve- 
nue laws was reached. This increased per- 
centage is due largely to increased expenses 
attending changes in the revenue laws, the 
cost of handling rebate claims on tobacco, 
the redemption of stamps provided for by 
law, and the decrease in total revenue 
collected. 

It is estimated that the receipts from all 
sources of internal revenue for the current 
fiscal year 1903 will aggregate $220,000,000. 
The statement of receipts for the months 
of July, August, and September, 1902, 
would appear to indicate that the receipts 
for the year will be largely in excess of 
the above estimate, but these receipts are 
regarded as abnormal. 


DINNER TO JUSTICE HARLAN. 


Friends at the Bar Will Celebrate His 
Twenty-five Years of Service in 
the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Justice Harlan 
of the United States Supreme Court on 
Dec. 9 will have completed twenty-five 
years of service as a member of that court, 
and his friends at the bar throughout the 
country have arranged to express their ap- 
preciation of his services by a dinner in his 
honor that evening at the New Willard Ho- 
tel, in this city. The purpose is to make 
the affair a National one. The President 
and his Cabinet, the Justic2s of the United 
States Supreme Court, tle Speaker of the 
House, the President of the Senate, and 
some other gentlemen of note will be guests 
of the bar, and about a thousand invita- 


tions have been sent to lawyers in all 
parts of the union practicing before the 
United States Supreme Court to be present. 

Among the members of the Committee on 
Invitations, which represents all nine cir- 
cuits into which the United States is di- 
vided, are Attorney General Knox, Chair- 
man; Secretary Root, Vice Chairman; ex- 
Secretary Olney of Massachusetts, Repre- 
sentative Littlefield of Maine, enators 
Platt of Connecticut, Morgan of Alabama, 
Culberson of Texas, Spooner of Wisconsin, 
and Mitchell of Oregon; ex-Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs of New Jersey, Goy. Montague 
of Virginia, John F. Dillion of New York 
City, ex-Solicitor General Maxwell of Cin- 
cinnati, and ex-Senator Carter of Mon- 
tana. 


JUDGE OF COURT OF CLAIMS. 


The President Decides to Appoint 


Francis M. Wright of Illinois. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The President 
has decided to appoint Judge Francis M. 
Wright, now Judge of the Circuit and Ap- 
pellate Court of Illinois, to the vacancy on 
the Court of Claims caused by the death 
of John Davis. Judge Wright was indorsed 
by the Illinois delegation in Congress. He 
is a veteran of the civil war. He was in- 


troduced to the President to-day by Repre- 
sentative Cannon of Illinois. 

There was considerable competition for 
the place, and among the prominent names 
considered was that of Assistant Attorney 
General John G. Thompson. It was said by 
the Attorney General that Mr. Thompson 
is now engaged with Indian depredation 
claims in the Department of Justice, and 
that his promotion to the Judgeship at this 
time would be inadvisable. 

The President also announced his decision 
to appoint Ashby M. Gould of this city, at 
present District Attorney for the District 
of Columbia, as Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 


SELF-DEFENSE, SAYS HUNTER. 


Minister to Guatemala Sends a Message 
Explaining the Killing of Fitz- 
gerald by His Son. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 25.—‘' Self-de- 
fense’’ was the tenor of a cablegram re- 
ceived late last night by William A. Hunter 
of this city from his father, Dr. W. God- 
frey Hunter, in regard to the killing of 


William A. Fitzgerald last Friday in Guate- 
mala City, Guatemala. 

Mr. Hunter said: 

‘““The message from my father was very 
brief, merely saying that self-defense was 
the sole motive for the killing, and that 
he had wired the full particulars of the 
affair to the State Department at Wash- 
ington.”’ 


CUBAN TREATY CONFERENCE. 


Gen. Bliss for the First Time Meets 
Commissioners in Havana—Re- 
sults Satisfactory. 


HAVANA, Nov. 25.—Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, who is commissioned to arrange a 
basis for a reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Cuba, held his first con- 
ference to-day with Secretary of State 
Zaldo and Secretary of Finance Montes, 
who were appointed a commission by Pres- 
ident Palma to meet the General.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—The State De- 
partment has been notified by the French 
Embassy here that the President of the 
French Republic has conferred diplomas of 
the Order of the Legion of Honor on the 
following officers of the State, War, and 
Navy Departments for the part played by 
them in the dedication of the Rochambeau 
Monument: 
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Commander; Col. Albert L. Mills, officer. Navy 
Department—Rear Admiral F. J. Higginson, Come 
mander; Capt. Willard H. Brownson, officer;

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OBJECT TO INDIAN SCHOOLS. 


A Number of Tribes Ask That Their 
Children Be Educated with 
the Whites. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—An orgénized 
effort will be made this Winter by a num- 
ber of Indian tribes in the West to per-! 
suade Congress to call a halt on the fut 
ther extension of the non-reservation school 
system. The Santee Sioux and Omahas! 
have petitioned the Nebraska delegation t>/ 
get the Secretary of the Interior to make 
a ruling to allow them to send thetr children 
to the common district schools of the Stata 
and take their chances for an education | 
alongside the white children of the com- 
munity. The head men declare that under 
the present system their children do not 
gain the independence - nd self-reHance that! 
they should acquire, and if educated with 
white children the spirit of emulation in- 
evitably would tend to spur them on and 
lead to better results than are now at! 
tained. The fact that Indian children are 
kept by themselves makes themesfeel that 
they are not the equals of white children 
mentally, and so hinders their progress. 
The «Rev. James Garvie, a momber of ths 
Santee Sioux tribe, speaking of the idea 
of educating Indian children in the public; 
schools, says: 

“Indian children should ve sent to the 
public schools of the States and Territories 
as rapidly as possible. Do not keep Indian! 
children or Indian men and women separ- 
rated from other Americans, herded by 
themselves. When they live among whites 
and live the home life and the school Hfe 
of the whites, pay taxes, and vote and 
share in local affairs they are as good citi- 
zens as any we have. They are easily 
assimilated in our American aeighborhood 
life and political life as ure the Scandi-| 
navians and the Germans—more easily than 
the ignorant Polish laborers who come te 
us from old centres of civilization."’ 

Mr. Garvie has sent his own children to 
non-reservation schools in Kansas and to 
the common schools, and believes they did 
much better in the latter. The white people 
living on the borders of the reservations 
protest that the Indian children cannot, 
keep up with the white children and are a 
clog to the schools. 

The idea was tried in some communities 
a few years ago, and did not work because 
the Indian children were exempt from the! 
compulsory school law and were irregular 
in their attendance. It is claimed that un- 
der recent amendments of the law, Indian 
children, if they were now sent to the pub- 
lic schools, would be Hable to compulsion. 
The adoption of the practice of sending 
Indian children to public schools would do 
away with the reservation schools and con- | 
siderably reduce the attendance at the non- 
reservation schools, The saving to th3 
General Government would be a large one, 
and it is not unlikely that the Commis- | 
sioner of Indian Affairs and Secretary 
Hitchcock will favor a trial of the plan 
suggested. 


OLEOMARGARINE MUST REST. 


Effort to Renew Discussion of the Law 
in Next Congress Doomed to Failure.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—There will be 
an effort this session to renew discussion 
of the oleomargarine law, but it is probable | 
it will come to nothing. The manufactur- 
ers of renovated butter are complaining bit- P 
terly of the effect of the Oleomargarine | 
bill on their business. They say it has 
practically annihilated it. 

In the Grout bill there was a clause re- 
quiring the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of Agriculture to agree on 
regulations to contro] the renovated butter 
product and make rules.as to how it should | 
be marked to go into the market. The law 
said that it should be indented with tha 
words ‘‘ Process’ or ‘‘ Renovated.’”’ Secre- | 
tary Shaw and Secretary Wilson decided 
that there should be stamped on each piece | 
of renovated butter the word ‘‘ Renovated,” 
and would not allow the word “ Process” 
to be used because they said churning was 
a process, and the word did not really de- 
scribe the renovated product. So the word 
*“*Renovated’’ had to be stamped on all 
such butter, with the result that the cus-. 
tomer would not buy it. 

He did not want “any old second-hand 
butter.’’ The dealers had before been able 
to sell it as creamery and dairy butter. | 
There is also a complaint that oleomargar- 
ine is being sold in an adroit manner which 
evades the law. Dealers are putting it up 
as ‘‘Iowa roll,’’ and by tearing off the 
ends and one side of the hox in which it is 
packed and placing it in a showcase with 
the oleomargarine label behind, out of! 
sight, they are able to palm it off as cream- 
ery butter. 

There is no reason to expect that this 
Congress will take up the oleomargar- 
ine question again. The average member 
is tired of it, and he wants the matter to 
stand where it is for the present. The 
manufacturers of genuine oleomargarine 
are now hopeful of making a legitimate 

roduct that will clear the law and the 
nternal revenue regulations by using a pro- 
portion of grass butter which will give a 
slightly yellow color. They will make a 
clear, white oleomargarine and add the 
very best grass butter obtained from 
dairies of their own or from dairies under 
contract and supervision where grass will 
produce the desired color. They say that 
by following this scheme they will soon be 
on top again with an artificial butter that 
will make the Grout bill a dead letter, 


TARIFF REVISION PLAN. 


Eastern Members of Congress Advocat 
ing Changes in Coal, Hide, and 
Foodstuff Schedules.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—There is une 
derstood to be a movement,on among Bast- 
ern members of the House looking to the 
modification of a few schedules of the 
tariff. It is understood the items selected 
for revision are coal, hides, and foodstuffs. 
The burden that the coal strike has placed 
upon the people makes the proposition to 
remove the duty on coal acceptable, they 
say. 

The demand for the removal of the duty 
on hides is declared to be something that 
will benefit consumers from one end of the 
land to the other. The time was when hides 


were a source of a widely distributed profit 
and every town in the country had its in- 
dustry in them. But with the concentra- 
tion of the slaughtering and packing busi- 
ness in the hands of a few large houses in 
the West hides have become merely a by- 
product of the meat monopolies, it is said. 

These proposed tariff changes, it is said, 
may have the support of several New 
York members, although the Chairman of 
th > Ways and Means, Mr. Payne, is a de- 
clared opponent of any plan of meddling 
with the tariff.

THE KILLING OF MRS. GORE 


Doctors Said to Have Agreed Death 
Was by Accident. 


Activity of the Russian Officials on Be- 
half of de Rydnewski Stimulated 
the American Officials. 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—In spite of the rigid 
secrecy which has been maintained by the 
officials and by the commission of Amer- 
ican doctors concerning the result of the 
autopsy conducted by the latter on the 
body of Mrs. Ellen Gore, it is learned from 
an authoritative source that the doctors 
tend individually to the acceptance of the 
theory of an accident, and the probabilities 
are that their official report will strongly 
incline to that theory if it does not posi- 
tively assert it, thus bringing the French 
and American doctors into agreement and 
relieving the case of any International sig- 
nificance. 

After the post-mortem examination held 
this morning, the American doctors ar- 
ranged to have a consultation later in the 
day in order to draw up their official re- 
port, but this conference was postponed 
owing to the indisposition of one of the 
gentlemen. Meanwhile, the doctors were 
interviewed by the representative of The 
Associated Press, but they positively de- 
clined to make any statement as to the re- 
sults of the examination. It is clear, how- 
ever, that the American doctors are im- 
pressed by the thoroughness with which 
the French surgeons investigated the case, 
and they are not inclined to raise a pro- 
fessional issue. 

At least two of the American doctors 
hold an outright accident theory, and they 
will seek to have that view incorporated 
in the official report. The grounds for this 
conclusion are the following: The French 
experts exhibited at the Morgue this morn- 
ing a geometrical design, in which one line 
showed the direction of the bullet from the 
revolver as it struck the floor and another 
line showed the victim in a leaning posture, 
sitting at the foot of the bed, as had been 
described by de Rydzewski. The angle of 
the bullet wound tallied exactly with the 
geometrical design based on de Rydzewski's 
statement, and the American doctors veri- 
fied this. The fact that the direction of 
the wound was almost parallel with the 
earth is accounted for by the leaning post- 
ure of the victim. The doctors regard this 
design as almost equivalent to a mathe- 
matical demonstration. 

Consul General Gowdy continues to take 
the depositions of all witnesses. The Temps 
to-night says that it was the activity dis- 
played by the Russian colony on behalf of 
de Rydzewski which stimulated the Amer- 
ican officials into a counter activity on 
behalf of the late Mrs. Gore. 

The provisional release of de Rydgewski 
yesterday is considered as establishing the 
view of the French authorities of the inno- 
cence of the Russian, but he is still under 
surveillance, and if he attempts to leave 
this city ne will be Mable to arrest as a 
fugitive from justice. The American offi- 
cials do not expect that de Rydzewski will 
be further actively prosecuted, although 
he will probably be arraigned later on the 
minor charge of having possession of a re- 
volver and of carelessly participating in 
the circumstances which caused the death 
of Mrs. Gore. 

Mr. Gowdy received from the State De- 
partment this morning a request from Mrs. 
Gore's relatives to take possession of her 
effects. Accordingly he took charge of two 
trunks, a good deal of music, and a little 
jewelry. The articles showed the simple, 
refined tastes of the deceased. 

The burial place of the remains of Mrs. 
Gore has been changed to the Bagneux 
Cemetery, owing to its being unsectarian. 
Mr. Gowdy has leased a lot there for five 
years, during which the relatives of the 
deceased will decide whther they will re- 
move the body to America. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Novy. 25.—A letter 
written by Mrs. Ellen Gore from Paris un- 
der date of Nov. 7 has just been received 
here by Mrs. J. D. Slater, the aunt of Mrs. 
Gore. The communication contained no

She said Mrs. Gore had written that she 
feared him. Mrs. Slater further said that 
Mrs. Gore was the possessor of about 
$70,000 in Mexican money, and that Mr. 
and Mrs. Gare were the founders of the 
American colony in Mexico City.

The Vorwaerts Characterizes Pension 
System of Essin Works as “a 
Species of Refined Swindling.” 


BERLIN, Nov. 25.—The Socialist organ 
Vorwaerts, in a page and a half to-day, 
deals with what it calls the “ hypocrisy of 
idealizing Herr Krupp as a_ benevolent 
genius.’’ The paper does not touch on the 
immediate charges which it brought against 
the deceased, but analyzes the pension sys- 
tem of the Krupp firm, which, it says, is 
a “‘species of refined swindling,’’ adding: 

“The enormous so-called benevolent 
funds have been built up by compulsory 
contributions from the employes, who could 
be arbitrarily deprived of participation in 
the advantages. They are required to con- 
tribute 2% per cent. of their wages for 
twenty years before they are eligible to a 
pension upon disability. In the meantime 
if an employe is discharged or resigns he 
loses all he has contributed, often exceed- 
ing $250. The employes are morally and 
economically terrorized and must in hu- 
mility accept every petty regulation of the 
firm’s officials or lose 24% per cent. of what 
they have earned in the firm's service. This 
terrorism is applied to political opinions, 
where they become known. 

‘““The number of men leaving or dis- 
charged during the past three years aver- 
aged 7,000 to 8,000 yearly. The employes 
found the system so unsatisfactory that 
five great meetings were held this year for 
the purpose of seeking legal redress.”’ 

The Vorwaerts cites an instance of a 
labor representative on the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Benevolent Pension Fund, 
who mildly criticised the management, ana 
who, several days later, having in the 
meanwhile paid his annual dues, was dis- 
missed. 

The paper also quotes the German Budget 
Committee proceedings as showing that the 
Krupp works have been charging the navy 
$100 per ton above what the United States 
pays for nickel steel plates, amounting 
yearly to $750,000 for Herr Krupp and the 
Stumm works. S 

The attacks on Herr Krupp and the in- 
tense sensation which they created have 
caused a furious political discussion, the 
Socialists calling attention to ‘‘ the degen- 
erating influence of great wealth,”’ and the 
Conservatives pointing out ‘‘ the desperate 
character of the Socialist attack upon the 
existing order of society.”

ROUMANIAN ABUSE JSE OF JEWS. 


Ex-Ambassador White at Berlin Says 
Atrocities Are “ Simply Monstrous.” 


BERLIN, Nov. 25.—A private letter writ- 
ten by Ambassador White to Henry Selig- 
man of Frankfort-on-the-Main regarding 
the treatment of Hebrews in Roumania ap- 
pears in the Frankfurter Zeitung to-day. 
The letter is in part as follows: 

“The Roumanian atrocities are simply 
monstrous and startle the civilized world. 
I have just received the Roumanian Bulle- 
tin. No document equals it in cruelty since 
the series of laws with which Louis XIV. 
persecuted the Huguenots. But even these, 
which have hitherto been regarded as the 
acme of cruelty, are exceeded by those in 
the Bulletin. I cannot believe that right- 
thinking Roumanians or the civilized pow- 
ers can allow this condition of things to 
continue. It appears to be open defiance of 
law, justice, and common decency. 

Mr. White will present his letters of re- 
call to Emperor William Thursday at noon, 
and afterward, with his wife, will take 
luncheon with the Emperor and Empress. 

The Ambassador's days are spent in re- 
ceiving farewell attentions. Each night 
this week he dines with some member of 
the Diplomatic Corps or Cabinet Minister, 
except Thursday, when he will preside at 
the American colony’s Thanksgiving din- 
ner. Count and Countess von Biilow will 
give Mr. and Mrs. White a great official 
dinner Saturday evening, and on Monday 
Mr. and Mrs. White expect to leave Berlin 
for Italy.

Two Unfamiliar Works Played at the 
Opening Concert of the Season 
at Mendelssohn Hall. 


Another of the delights of the musical 
season brought from Boston for the delec- 
tation of New York was imparted to 
large audience last evening in Mendels- 
sohn Hall, when the Kneisel Quartet began 
its eleventh season. Its hold upon the 
hearts of chamber music lovers here is 
stronger than ever and becomes stronger 
year by year—there is abundant evidence of 
it in each succeeding season. 

It is a fact that does honor alike to the 
organization itself and to the musical intel- 
ligence and insight of the constituency it 
has built up through a persistent mainte- 
nance of a standard of the very highest in 
this the most recondite and difficult form 
of musical expression. 

The new second violin cf the guartet, Mr. 
J. Theodorowicz, appeared last evening for 
the first time. He immediately showed 
himself to be an admirable musician, ap- 
parently possessing in abundant measure 
the qualities necessary to fill the difficuit 
post he occupies—an artist of full blood, 
and yet of reticence, and at hcme in the 
company in which he is placed. 

There were two unfamiliar works brought 
forward in last night's programme, a quar- 
tet by the Italian Sgambati, the only work 
of the kind the composer has hitherto pub- 
lished, being the more important. Though 
it is his first achievement of the kind, it 
discloses an intimate knowledge of writing 
for the four strings and is constructed 
with a Skill and certainty of touch that 
rarely fail, though it makes great exac- 
tions upon the technical powers and the 
ensemble of the four players. 

It is deeply serious music, showing much 
more plainly the German influences under 
which Sgambati has come than it does his 
Italian blood; it is introspective, reflective, 
rather than impulsive and frank in its 
utterance. There are no strivings for 
obvious effects; the composer has not at- 
tempted to voice ideas that are not fitted 
for the united powers of the four instru- 
ments, and has ‘found himself’’ within 
their limitations. It is purer quartet writ- 
ing than many moderns find themselves 
capable of producing. Withal it is full of 
subtle and delightful effects. 

The prestissimo is a breathless movement 
of fascinating rhythmic structure; the an- 
dante sostenuto is made up of variations 
free and complex in their form, and full 
of imagination. The final allegro is bristling 
with difficulties, especially on account of 
the freedom with which the four voices 
move counter to each other, and of their 
remote tonality—difficulties that taxed the 
purity of intonation of Mr. Kneisel and his 
associates that is so rarely at fault. 

On an altogether different plane is ‘the 
brilliant and melodious trio of the Russian 
Arensky, a work easy of apprehension 
and never going very far above the level 
of salon music. Its themes make an im- 
mediate appeal to the ear, and its effects 
are of the easy and ear-tickling sort. There 
is a glittering and elaborate piano pert, 
which Mr. Gabrilowitsch played with clear- 
ness, fluency, and a fine rhythmic sense; 
but he was taken off his feet by its ap- 
peal to the instinct of the virtuoso, and 
gave it too much prominence in most of the 
passages where it is anything more than 
a mere accompaniment—and in many of 
those where it is nothing else. 

There was a return in the last number 
to the finer and truer manner of chamber 
music as exemplified in Beethoven's C 
minor quartet, one of his first set of six 
It received an interpretation of limpid 
beauty, warmth, and dignity. 


FREDERIC LAMOND’ S RECITAL. 


At Frederic Lamond’s. second recital, 
which he gave yesterday afternoon in Men- 
delssohn Hall, he played an interesting 
miscellaneous programme of pieces calcu- 
lated to bring out the best qualities of 1 
musician. It included Brahms's superb se- 
ries of variations on a theme of Handel's, 
Beethoven's sonata called ‘‘ The Adieu, Ab- 
and Return,’ Op. 81; Schumann's 
Fantasie, Op. 17, and a number of shorter 
pieces and transcriptions. There were 
many excellent features in his playing of 
almost every one of these things; there 
were sincerity, solid and studious musician- 
ship, capable technique; some few glimpses 
of the poetry and beauty of the music he 
was playing, but never quite all, and some- 
times not much. The fog always seemed to 
shut down soonor or later and obscure the 
finer and subtler meaning of the music as 
he interpreted it. With all his earnestness 
and dignity of style, Mr. Lamond never 
seems to be able to convince us that he 
reaches the heart of the mystery; that he 
has a keen insight into the real poetry of 
it all. There is something massive and 
concrete in his playing; rarely a wide view 
of the ideal. 

In the Brahms variations there was little 
denotement of the variety of mood and sen- 
timent that abounds in them; the lighter 
and more delicate ones were heavy under 
his hands, and the fugue was not clearly 
or lucidly set forth. The Beethoven sonata 
was on the whole one of Mr. Lamond’s 
most satisfactory achievements; a fact in 
itself that must be set down to offset many 
of the shortcomings in the other things 
In it there were warmth and concentration 
of feeling, a large, free outline in the con- 
ception, a sense of symmetry and fine 
balance in the whole. Mr. Lamond showed 
many fine qualities, too, in the Schumann 
Fantasie—breadth of style and a manly 
dignity characterized his playing of it, and 
in the last section a more intimate personal 
note than he often allows us to hvar in his 
work. Not all of that wealth of fancy that 
Schumann wanted “* throughout ’’ appeared 
in it, however—this is one of the things 
that seem to be lacking in Mr. Lamond’s 
artistic equipment.

COL. T. P. OCHILTREE DEAD. 
He Expires of Heart Disease at Hot

COTTON.—The cotton market reflects some 
disposition on the part of the trade to call a halt, 
after the recent advance of more than 4c. The 
market opened weak at a decline of 4@11 points 
on seriously disappointing cables, reacted, and 
advanced 5@7 points from the low figures of the 
early morning. Strength was soon developed on 
bad weather reports, notably from Texas, where 
serious ‘lamage was reported from late rains, 
with forecasts of a somewhat general freeze. 
Other parts of the cotton belt sent poor crop ad- 
vices, which led shorts to cover and promoted 
considerable new buying interest. Toward the 
close of ‘Change commission houses became 
pretty fair buyers, the movement of cotton not 
being upon a scale to fulfill the larger crop 
estimates with which the season commenced. 
The total sales reached 400,000 bales. The 
market closed steady at 9@14 points net decline. 
The cotton crop estimate of 144 members of the 
New York Cotton Exchange averaged 11,077,000 
baies, ranging from 40,400,000 to 11,800,000 bales,

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The stock market fluctuated yesterday 
Sn a fitful way over a narrow range, 
only a few stocks being active enough 
end exceptional enough to provide in- 
terest to onlookers. Manhattan ran up 
and down half a dozen times over a scale 
cf a couple of points, and some other 
conspicuous stocks cut similar figure; 
but the market as a whole was dull and 
uninteresting, with room traders making 
raids that were without vim and stock 
market supporters making purchases 
not too eagerly.

The day’s total business fell short of 
900,000 shares and was well distributed, 
'though in stocks where the trading was 
heaviest the rumormongers gave credit 
tc theories that Gould interests had be- 
'ccme bearish and were liquidating. This 
| was true particularly in Reading, where 
over 130,000 shares were traded in; in 
jUnion Pacific preferred, where the total 
was beyond the average for an invest- 
ment stock, and in two or three other 
parts of the market wherein Gould rep- 
resentatives have recently been more or 
less conspicuous. The Gould stocks 
themselves, as a list, were not excep- 
tionally weak. Western Union lost a 
point, but total transactions made an 
insignificant aggregate, and although 
Mabash issues lost a point and a half, 
the entire trading in both the common 
and the preferred stock fell below 5,000 
shares. Missouri Pacific shrunk about 
equally on 35,000 shares. The Reading 
theory grew out of recollection of much- 
circulated reports of two or three months 
ago that Gould representatives were buy- 
ing Reading in order to make a Wabash 
alliance adverse to the Pennsylvania. 
The fact is that at no time has there 
Leen anything like authentic information 
even measurably corroborating the 
Gould-Reading Summertime stories, and 
yesterday’s activity in the stock, with 
its decline of something over 2 points, 
could actually -be construed as having 
nc Gould relationship. 

Wall Street’s hysterical effort to de- 
velop the Gould-Harriman “ misunder- 
etanding ”’ into a sensation, the effort to 
make the episode something more than 
of passing consequence, reflects the cu- 
rious mood into which the professional 
talent of Wall Street has drifted. Any 
manner of theorizing is sure of welcome 
and elaboration, if only it can be twisted 
into bearishness. But the effort to lift 
this Colorado Fuel incident into a signal 
that an end has come to the era of com- 
rounity of interest fringes foolishness 
with mendacity. Yet traders of the 
Stock Exchange have gone heavily short 
cf the whole stock market on the idea 
that here appears something as grave if 
no* much worse than the calamity situa- 
tion that a year and a half ago produced 
a panic sequel to contest for the Northern 
Pacific control. They are not the veter- 
ans of the Street who proceed thus. 


In so far as business conditions 
throughout the country are disclosed by 
daily official reports reaching Wall 
Street, nothing anywhere is discourag- 
ing. The high level of trade activity is 
maintained in practically every quarter. 
There is just one business complaint— 
the inability of manufacturers to meet 
customers’ demands and the inability of 
the railways of the country to handle 
such volumes of traffic as crowd upon 
them. 


GOULD-HARRIMAN STOCKS. 


The bears had a field day of it yesterday, 
so’far as the stocks commonly known as 
Gould and Harriman shares are concerned. 
Taking advantage of the reports, stated to 
be greatly exaggerated, of a bitter per- 
sonal fight between George Gould and E. 
H. Harriman, and aided by the weak tech- 
nical position of the stock market—would- 
be buyers hesitating to come in so long 
as the money market uncertainty continues 
these bears freely offered down the Gould 
and Harriman stocks and succeeded in forc- 
ing average declines of about 2 points,

Missouri Pacific was the principal suf- 
ferer in the Gould issues selling down 2 
points, and closing for a net loss of 1% on 
dealings in 34,000 shares. Western Union 
lost a point, Texas Pacific a point, and 
Wabash at one time 2%, with the close, 
however, a point above the low of the day. 

On the decline in every case inside sup- 
port appeared. 

The selling of Union Pacific preferred 
was a feature of the day, for this stock is 
seldom traded in, Yesterday no fewer than 
12,000 shares changed hands, with the price 
falling at one time to 90%. It was pointed 
out, as perhaps not without significance, 
that on the day previous the stock had ad- 
vanced nearly 3 points, and it was com- 
mon gossip that it had on that day been 
deliberately bid up by the professionals, so 
that yesterday (when the report of the 
Gould-Harriman differences became more 
public) it might be offered down in order 
adversely to influence sentiment. 

Apropos of all this it is interesting to note 
that Colorado Fuel, the bone of contention 
that has precipitated whatever differences 
there may be in the Gould and Harriman 
camps, enjoyed rather a sensational rise, 
at one time selling up 5 points to 91, and 
closing at 88. It was said that the buying 
was largely by Gould interests, who in- 
tend to produce the actual stock certifi- 
cates at the forthcoming meeting in an en- 
deavor to invalidate any proxies that may 
have been given on stock sold since the 
books of the company closed for the meet- 
ing—the proxies having been given before 
the closing. 


SOME GENERAL ISSUES. 


The greatest activity of the day was in 
Reading, more than 130,000 shares changing 
hands, though inasmuch as this is half 
stock the real total is represented by 65,000. 
The stock was weak throughout the day, 
under selling ascribed to a leading profes- 
sional. The announcement from Washing- 
ton of a private settlement of the matters 
in dispute between the operators and min- 
ers fell absolutely flat. _ : , 

The declines in New York Central anc 
Pennsylvania bear out the theory that 
these issues were advanced on the day pre- 
vious in order to facilitate sales elsewhere. 
Incidentally the declines seem to bear out 
rather conclusively that neither ¢ entra] nor 
Pennsylvania is in any way invo¢ved in the 
Manhattan deal. P 

Boston was reported to be a seller o 
Copper and Sugar, Mr. Lawson being cred- 
ited with a part of the sales. 

The heaviness of the Colorado Southern 
shares was the result of selling by profes- 
sionals and others on the theory that in an 
actual fight between the Gould and the 
Harriman-Hawley interests Colorado South- 
ern would suffer seriously. 


ROCK ISLAND BONDS. 

In explanation of the aggressive buying 
of the new Rock Island issues, which yes- 
terday even in the general market weak- 
ness held comparatively steady, it is un- 
derstood that a large block of the new 
bonds have been placed in Europe, and that 
negotiations are pending for the purchase 
of other blocks of the same issue for ac- 
count of European investors. 

One report had it that the total amount 
thus to be disposed of was $20,000,000, but 
this is believed to be exaggerated. The 
amount, however, is known to be consid- 
erable, and cannot fail to have important 
effect on the exchange market and the 
local money situation.

The room traders generally—that is, other 
than those who are heavily short of the 
market—were a most disgusted set of in- 
dividuals at the close of business yesterday. 
Their lament was that, in the vernacular, 
they were “chipping away ”’ their money. 
If, they declared, they bought because the 
market looked strong, and as if it were 
going up, at that moment prices declined; 
if they sold because the market looked 
weak and “sick’’ the market thereupon 
turned around and advanced. 

Hence it was that these traders at the 
close of the business session were well out 
of pocket, this, for the reason that they 
make it a practice to limit their losses to 
half a point or a point in each case, and in 
most instances yesterday found their limits 
reached. 


THE MARKET’S UNCERTAINTY. 

Representative brokers who have been in 
the Street for years were altogether con- 
founded by the action of yesterday’s stock 
market. Many of the shrewdest observers 
were at a loss to know how to act or how 
to advise their customers on one side or 


the other. 

Indeed, the general testimony was that 
the market fluctuations were as irregular 
and uncertain as any that have been seen 
for months in a so-called normal market. 
It was by no means unusual to see breaks 
or advances of a half point or more, be- 
tween transactions, in such standard shares 
as New York Central, St. Paul, Pennsylva- 
nia, Southern Pacific, Missouri Pacific, 
Reading, and Baltimore and Ohio, while in 
the lower-priced issues the movements at 
times were highly disconcerting. For in- 
stance, Wabash ran off from 209% to 28 on 
seven transactions involving 100 shares 
each—that is, went down % point on each 
sale—only a moment later to jump from 28 
to 20%, also on a single hundred-share lot. 


LITTLE PUBLIC DEMAND. 

Close market observers said yesterday 
that the decline in prices was due not so 
much because of any real pressure to sell as 
because of a marked absence of any de- 
mand. What pressure there was came 
largely from the professionals and repre- 
sented offerings for the short account and 
not long stock. 

The relative absence of demand is ex- 
plained to be due to the apathy and timid- 
ity of the public, who have been forced out 
of the market @a the decline or are deterred 
from entering it because of the pessimistic 
utterances of bankers in respect to the fut- 
ure of the money market. 


FEW MARKET INFLUENCES. 


There were few actual developments dur- 
ing the day to influence the market, and 
such as there were received very little at- 
tention. 

On the bear side much ado was made of 
the Gould-Harriman dispute, while the con- 
tinued insistence of the possibility of gold 
exports was used with more or less ad- 
vantage by the bears. 

On the bull side there were the rumors 
that details of the Manhattan deal will 
shortly be officially announced; the an- 
nouncement from Washington that the 
principal points at issue in the coal strike 
had been amicably settled, and the contin- 
ued ease in call money, together with a 
further tendency to ease in time money. 


SHORTS AND THEIR SALES. 


One of the interesting stories on the 
Street is that the principal sellers of the 
general market have been caught rather 
heavily short of Manhattan and have been 
endeavoring to weaken that stock by sell- 
ing the rest of the list. 

One report has it that a well-known 
Western operator is the largest Manhattan 
short.

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The Times in its 
City article to-day says that the demand 
for money yesterday had largely in- 
creased. the Bank of England doing a 
large business in loans.

WOMEN PLOT TO CURB 
STREET CAR COMPANY 


Club Members May Even Buy Stock 
to Stop Crowding in Trolleys. 


At Academy of Music Meeting Miss 
Barkalow Offers to Force the “ No 
Seat No Fare” Issue. 


At a meeting which the Women’s Health 
Protective Association of New York in- 
vited the other clubwomen of the city to 
attend at the Academy of Music yesterday 
it was decided that something definite 
must be done to prevent the overcrowding 
of street cars. Many were the daring proj- 
ects discussed, and even the stock of the 
Metropolitan Company may be used in its 
reform, for Mrs. Wilson, President of the 
West End Woman's Republican Club, pro- 
posed that the women club together and 
buy shares to get an inside view of the 
company’s way of doing things. Miss 
Theresa Barkalow, who is active in many 
of the women's clubs in New York, an- 
nounced her determination not to pay car- 
fare if she is obliged to stand. 

“I am not going to pay my fare from 
now on,’’ said Miss Barkalow, decidedly, 
“if I cannot get a seat. And if they don't 
like it they will have to put me off bodily, 
and I dun't believe they would care to try 
fit.."". Miss Barkalow is plump, and she 
laughed as she said it. ‘‘1 won't ieave the 
car, You needn't pay. They wouldn't dare 
put you off. 1 know no man in the car 
would allow it, and | am sure the conducior 
weuld not like to try.” 

“But would Miss Barkalow 
if a car came along which was 
filled and she got in it?”’ asked Mrs. 
son, doubtfully. 

“I'd have to wait until 
didn't take a crowded car,” 
Barkalow. 

The Health Protective

for some time. An appeal to the Metropoli-

Buys at Auction Washington Heights 
Lots for $122,850. 


John F. Carroll, Tammany Hall politician, 
Bstood in front of Peter F. Meyer's auction 
stand, in the Trinity Building Salesroom, 
during the noon hour yesterday, and spent 
the greater part of that time in nodding 
his head. With every nod the auctioneer 
would tack on an extra $500 or $1,000 to 
the bids which he was calling out, and 
when it was all over the figures showed 
that Mr. Carroll's nods represented $122,- 
$50 and that Washington Heights lots to 
that amount were his. 

Mr, Carroll's purchases covered the plot, 
74.11 by 100, at the northwest corner of 
Eleventh Avenue and One Hundred and 
Eighty-third Street, for which he paid 
$80,750; four lots at the northwest corner 
of Audubon Avenue and One Hundred and 
Eightieth Street, knocked down for $27,- 


500, and a plot of about eight lots at the 
northeast corner of Eleventh Avenue and 
One Hundred and Eighty-sixth Street, for 
which his successful bids amounted to 


$64.600. 

This buying by Mr. Carroll caused no 
such flurry as did “ Big Bill’’ Devery’s 
trip to the auction room last Spring, for 
it was generally understood that Mr. Car- 
-roll, Charles W. Morse, and Charles T. 
Barney were interested in the syndicate 
which owned the Washington Heights lots 
and that they would protect their holdings 
wp to certain figures, although making 
tneir purchases as individuals. Mr. Morse 
was on hand to look out for his interests, 
and bought lots to the amount of $130,000.

BUILDING FIRM DISCHARGED. 


Teichman & Potter Out of Bankruptcs 
—Charges of Concealing Goods 
Not Sustained. 


Judge Adams of the United States Dis- 
trict Court has granted a discharge in 
bankruptcy to Edward B. Teichman and 
Harry D. Potter, who composed the firm 
of Teichman & Potter, builders, formerly of 
150 Broadway. They filed petition i» 
bankruptcy on April 29; the firm liabilities 
were $725,007 and no assets; individual lias 
bilities of Mr. Teichman were $106,039, with 
nominal assets of $12,565, and the individua) 
liabilities of Mr. Potter were $40,088 and 
nominal assets $13,225. 

Some of the creditors opposed their dis- 
charge, alleging that they had concealed 


property belonging to the estate worth 
$300,000 and had failed to keep books from 
which their true condi‘ion might be ascer- 
tained. The specitications were referred t¢ 
*. K. Pendleton, referee, in bankruptcy, 
who reported that the specifications were 
not sustained, and Judge Adams has cor 
firmed his report. 

Concerning-the first mentioned specifica 
tion, the referee said: ‘In support of the 
charge that they had concealed property, 
the objecting creditors introduced as evl- 
dence the examination of one of the bank- 
rupts in supplementary proceedings, from 
which it would appear that various building 
enterprises in which they were engaged 
turned out disastrously and that they 
transferred some properties to some of their 
creditors on account of indebtedness due, 
but I do not think the evidence shows a 
concealment of properties or other act con- 
Stituting under the bankrupt act a suffi- 
cient ground for refusing a discharge. [ 
think on the whole evidence the specifica- 
tions are not sustained and that the dis- 
charge should be granted.” 

In regard to the other specification. it 
was shown that a couple of pages had 
been removed from a book in 1890 or 1891, 
ten years before they went into bankruptcy, 
which book belonged to Mr. Potter before 
the firm was formed, and the pages re- 
moved had nothing to do with the affairs 
of the firm. 
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THE NEW POST OFFICE SITE. 
Many Offers of Sites Made by Brokers 


Without Proper Authority—Few 
Eligible Locations. 


At the conclusion of a two hours’ confer- 
of Postmaster Van Cott, Collector 
Stranahan, and United States District At- 
torney Burnett yesterday, the sub-commis- 
sion representing the Attorney General, the 
Postmaster General, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury in the selection of a new Post 
Office site, Collector Stranahan said: 

‘We find that a greater portion of the 
sites offered came from real estate brokers 
prompted by a purely speculative interest, 
and who acted absolutely without proper 
authority. The number of properly author- 
ized sites offered that are eligible could 
hardly be called a multitude.” 

From all indications the three Federal 
officers will rush the work of selection 
through, and probably send the result of 
their findings to Washington before the 
last of the week. 

Postmaster Van Cott said he expected 
the Postmaster General, the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
would come here for a day from Washing- 
ton to look the ground over before recom- 
mending a site to Congress. The Postmas- 
ter also intimated that the owners of real 
estate would not find the Government will- 
ing to pay exorbitant prices for a site, and 
that in his opinion one should be secured 
for something like a million or a million 
and a half.

CARELESSNESS OF GUARDIANS.—Notwith- 
standing that property at 175 and 177 Sweet 
Avenue, in the City of Buffalo, was 
thought valuable enough by the Buffalo 
Savings Bank on which to place a mort- 
gage for $1,800, John Nowak, the guardian 
of the infant owner, sold the premises for 
only $1,700. The uncontradicted testimony 
taken on in accounting proceeding in the 
Erie County Surrogate’s Court showed that 
the property was worth $3,500. Surrogate 
Marcus of that county has therefore de- 
cided to charge Nowak with the difference 
-$1,800, The reason given by Nowak for 
selling the property was that the mortgagee 
was demanding payment of his security. 
Yet it was shown that he had obtained an 
eetension of time from this .very mort- 
gagee. Another fact showing the strange- 
ness of Nowak’'s conduct was brought out 
in the testimony of the mortgagee’s agent 
that he had at no time pressed the guar- 
dian for payment. While, said the Surro- 
gate, the evidence failed to connect Nowak 
with any financial gain in the transaction, 
it nevertheless disclosed the fact that the 
guardian, if not actually dishonest, was so 
thoroughly saturated with carelessness and 
indifference as to make him liable. ‘* Cor- 
ruption in guardians should be punished,” 
continued Surrogate Marcus, ‘‘and condi- 
tions and circumstances which tend to lead 
to an inference that undue advantage has 
been taken from their position should be 
treated with suspicion. When guardians 
act with fidelity and su.": diligence and 
prudence as men of ordinary intellgence 
observe in managing their own affairs, and 
‘if there is no mala fides—nothing willful 
in the conduct of the trust—the court will 
always favor him.’ But along with this lib- 
eral view, which oftentimes reaches and 
covers honest errors of judgment—the 
courts shielding guardians in the honest 
and faithful discharge of their duties—they 
are nevertheless vigilant in protecting in- 
fants who are incapable of protecting them- 
selves.”

ACTION ON MARSHAL's Bonp.—One of the 
defenses of the American Surety Company 
in an action on a Brooklyn Marshal's bond 
brought in the Municipal Court by Benja- 
min Fohs was that actions on such offi- 
cers’ bonds can only be prosecuted in the 
Municipal Court when the Marshal is con- 
nected with either of the boroughs in New 
York County. The section of the charter 
allowing actions on Marshals’ bonds pro- 
vides that when an execution on a judg- 
ment in an action against a Marshal has 
been returned unsatisfied, an application 
to sue his bondsmen may be made to the 
Supreme Court, which may then “ order 
such bond to be prosecuted in the Munici- 
pal Court of the City of New York, or in 
the City Court of the City of New York, if 
suck borough be within the County of New 
York, or in the County Court of the coun- 
ty wherein such borough lies, if in any 
other county." The surety company con- 
tended, on its appeal to the Appellate Term 
from a judgment in Fohs’s favor, that the 
Municipal Court only has jurisdiction of 
actions on bonds given in the two boroughs 
which “lie within the County of New 
York,” and that bonds in the other bor- 
oughs must be prosecuted “in the County 
Court of the county wherein such borough 
lies."" The Appellate Term, in affjming 
the judgment, held that to adopt tHe con- 
struction of the appwant would be to limit 
the prosecution of a Marshal’s bond in the 
Borough of Brooklyn to the County Court 
of Kings County. “It cannot be,” said 
Presiding Justice Freedman, for the court, 
“that the intent of the Legislature was to 
allow such bonds to be prosecuted in the 
Municipal Courts of the Boroughs of Man- 

attan and Bronx and prohibit them being 

rought in such courts in the Borough of 
Brooklyn. Such construction is unreasona- 
ble.’ Neither, it is held, can the surety 
company avoid liability on the Marshal's 
bond because of the fact that the cause of 
action arose in July, 1897, before the Mu- 
nicipal Court was created, and because the 
office of Marshal in Brooklyn was abol- 
ished. The court called attention to that 
section of the charter providing that Mar- 
shals of Brooklyn were to continue to per- 
form the duties of their office until a date 
beyond the time Fohs*s cause of action

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COLORADO FUEL DISPUTE 


Messrs. Gould and Osgood Be- 
lieved to Have Joined Forces. 


Mr. Gould Says Hawley-Harriman Cir- 
cular Contained Misstatement and 
an “Ingenious Perversion 
of Truth.” 


The belief asserted itself in Wall Street 
yesterday that George J. Gould and John 
C. Osgood had joined forces in the struggie 
for the control of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company. This belief was strength- 
ened when it became known that Mr. Os- 
good and Mr. Gould had had a conference 
during the day. Where this conference was 
held and what was done at it could not be 
learned, Mr. Osgood declined to talk 
about the matter. Nor is it known whether 
Mr. Gould called on Mr. Osgood, or whether 
Mr. Osgood called on Mr. Gould, The fact, 
however, that these two men had been in 
a protracted conference was enough to con- 
vince the Street that a combination be- 
tween the two had been effected. 

This idea was also strengthened by the 
statement from Mr. Hawley that, so far as 
he knew, Mr, Gould and Mr. Harriman had 
not met to talk over this matter. He woud 
not, however, commit himself to say that 
there was a contest, and when he was 
asked whether the fight in Colorado Fuel 
and Iron would extend to the Western rail- 
roads he evaded the question by saying: 

“There is not any fight that 1 know of.” 

Wall Street is inclined to believe that i 
Mr. Gould and Mr. Osgood have come to- 
it believed they have, Mr. 
Gould's Denver and Rio Grande Railroad 
will receive the lion’s share of the iron 


company's business. 

The following statement by Mr. Gould 
was given out at his office last night: 

I have read the very surprising circular of 
the 24th instant, addressed by Messrs. Hawley 
and Harriman to the stockholders of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company. In some respects 
it is a direct misstatement of facts, and in others 
an ingenious perversion of truth. 

Severel conferences were held, but with no 
definite results. At one of these conferences it 
was proposed to ascertain whether a board could 
be made up on an agreement with Mr. Osgood, 
assigning him two seats This plan was pro- 
posed to Mr. Osgood after the conference of 
Nov. 6, and was abandoned as it became evident 
that Mr, Osgood could elect a considerably larger 
representation than that suggested. The matter 
was thus Icft wholly in an undetermined state 
whenf I left for the South on Noy. 11. 

No form whatever, either of circular or 
proxy, was shown to me or received my approval. 
The conference referred to was merely a stage 
in negotiation, and was not conclusive on any 
point whatever. During my absence in the 
South I learned by wire that a circular and 
form of proxy, the one signed in my name, and 
the other including my name, jointly with those 
of Messrs. Hawley and Harriman, had been 
mailed to the stockholders, Immediately upon 
my return 1 disavowed this proceeding in a 
similar communication addressed to Messrs. 
Hawley and Harriman, a copy of which has 
already been made public 

In a discussion with M 
last, when he was asked by whom and under 
whose instructions the circular and proxy had 
been prepared, he made no claim that | had seen 
forms of either, but explained that instructions 
for their preparation had been given to counsel 
by a third party after the conference of Nov. 6. 
Mr. Hawley later definitely disclaimed any recol- 
lection of any such forms having been presented 
or having been the subject of consideration at 
the conference His circular indicates that he 
has been prevailed upon to revise his recollection 
on this point. 

The Hawley circular states: 

‘* That at a subsequent meeting on Friday last, 
Nov. 21, Mr. Gould proposed that the proxies 
already obtained should be divided between him- 
self and the undersigned. The latter, however, 
insisted that, under the circumstances, the 
proxies should be returned.”’ 

The quality of this statement will appear from 
the facts. The facts are that at a meeting be- 
tween Messrs, Hawley and Harriman and myself, 
at which Mr. Winslow F. Pierce was present, on 
Thursday last, the day before the interview men- 
tioned in the circular, Mr. Pierce in an effort 
to avoid the public discussion which would result 
from a return of the proxies, suggested that the 
proxies should be divided or should be voted, 
by a substitute, for candidates selected on the 
basis of a division. He urged this course both 
interview with Mr. Hawley on 
when I expressed myself as 
willing to follow the course thus suggested for 
the reason thus urged. The suggestion was 
not mine, my judgment and desire expressed and 
repeated was that the proxies should be returned. 
I also requested from Mr. Hawley an opportunity 
to see the proxies received, This was declined. 

I never saw the joint circular or proxy until 
my return from the South. It was then quite 
evident to me that the action in sending out the 
circulars and proxies which had been taken in 
excess of any understanding with me and with- 
out any authority from me, would, if permitted 
to stand, place In the hands of Messrs, Hawley 
and Harriman the unrestricted use of all proxies 
received, including those which might have been 
received upon the faith of the association of 
my name, the proxies having been so worded as 
to be available to them as a majority of the 
attorneys named therein to the exclusion of my- 
self. 

I believed (and later developments have con- 
firmed this belief) that the action in sending 
out these proxies was taken with this precipi- 
tation and at thts inconclusive state in order to 
make a public committal which it was believed 
I would not disavow and to secure control as 
above suggested

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NEW LINER SIBERIA INSPECTED. 


Steamship, Railroad, and Press Repre- 
sentatives Entertained—Big Vessel 
Sails on Dec. 10 for San Francisco. 


The new twin-screw steamship Siberia, 
built for the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany by the Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Company, and which is the 
largest steamship ever built in this coun- 
try, was open for inspection yesterday. 
The new liner arrived from Newport News 
on Sunday, and is now docked at Pier 40 
North River. Like her sister ship, the 
Korea, which was put in commission on 
Aug. 30 last, the Siberia will be employed 
in the transpacific service between San 
Francisco, Honolulu, Japan, China, and 
the Philippines. She will sail for San 
Francisco on Dec. 10, going through the 
Straights of Magellan, and will probably 
make her first trip in February. 

Representatives of the steamship and 
railroad companies and of the press were 
entertained yesterday at a ituncheon aboard 
the new vessel. Among the number were 
ik. H. Harriman and Edwin Hawley, who 
are directors in the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company; R. P. Schwerin, General 
Manager of the company; Calvin B. Ol- 
cott, President of the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company; J. T. Van 
Sickle of the Southern Pacific Company, 
Howard Ball of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad, and George H. 
Daniels of the New York Central. Chinese 
and Japanese merchants, missionaries, rep- 
resentatives of the hotels and theatres, 
and bankers and brokers will be enter- 
tained to-day. 

On board the Siberia and Korea accom- 
modations are provided for 220 first-class 
passengers and for 1,144 Chinese steerage 

ssengers. The saloon, which has a seat- 
ng capacity of 202, is finished in olive 
green, white, and gold, with mahogany 
woodwork.

Mrs. Langer Wins Suit for Back 
Payments from W. B. Smith. 


Manufacturer Smilingly Admits Their 
Trip Abroad, but Denies Contract- 
ing to Provide Perma- 
nent Support. 


It took the jury only little more than half 
an hour to decide last night that Mrs. Julia 
Langer, otherwise known as Julia Reel or 
Julia Seymour, was entitled to $600 from 
Warren B. Smith, the wealthy manufact- 
urer, Whom she sued on the ground that he 
failed to carry out a contract to pay her 
$300 a month provided she would not bring 
an action against him for breach of prom- 
ise. The payments, she asserted, were made 
prompily until two months ago, and 
she sued simply for 8600, but her lawyer 
announced at the start of the trial that the 
case was a test and that she expected to 
collect $300 every month for the rest of her 
life. 

The defendant, who is a member of many 
clubs in this city and whose riches are 
estimated with seven figures, was the chief 
witness of the day. He admitted the jour- 
neys Mrs. Langer said they made together. 
He denied none of the suppers. drives, and 
theatre parties. Candidly and smilingly he 
acknowledged practically everything excent 
that he had promised to marry the plaintiff 
or that he had agreed to a perpetual remit- 
tance of $300 a month. He appeared on the 
witness stand nattily dressed, bald, rosy- 
cheeked, and good-humored. ‘* Fifty-four.”’ 
he said when asked his but he 
not look it. 

In July, 1901, he said, he and his nephew, 
A. 8S. Cochrane, visited a Mrs. Everett's 
boarding house in West Fifty-fifth Street. 
There they met Mrs. Langer. An hour or 
so later, accompanied by Miss Reel and 
Cochrane, he went to a restaurant. While 
at the table he told her he intended to go 
to Europe, and asked her if she would like 
to go along She said she would, and after 
a couple of days, during which they went 
shopping together, a start was made across 
the ocean. 

** When did you see her last? "’ was askea. 

“In the corridor of a Saratuga hotel last 
August,’ the witness replied. ‘‘She said 
she had come up there because she was 
tired of the place where she had been stay- 
ing in the city. She said, too, that she 
heped her presence would not cause me to 
leave Saratoga, and | said it would not.” 

In the cross-examination by Mr. Hummel 
that followed it was brought out that Mr. 
Smith rented two separate apartments at an 
up-town hotel. One suite of rooms, he saia, 
was on the first floor, and it was there 
he “ lived."’ The other apartment he called 
the ‘‘den,’’ and it was there he received 
some of his visitors. Besides his double 
New York quarters he always maintained 
an apartment at 5 Square de l'Opera in 
‘aris, where he had five rooms. 

He said he could not remember how many 
visitors he had entertained in his Paris 
aparunents, but he knew Mrs. Langer was 
one of five or six. Asked if he was * very 
fond ”’ of her, he replied: ‘ Yes, very.’’ Mr. 
Hummel wanted to know if he was ‘ ex- 
tremely fond.’’ He answered: ‘“ Very—Ict 
it go at that.’’ He admitted writing from 
the Metropolitan Club the letter beginning, 
*“My darling little Julia. 3 

“And was she your ‘darling littie 
Julia?’’’ asked Mr. Iilummel. | 

‘*I regarded her as such,"’ said the wit-

They returned to New_York aboard the 
liner Fuerst Bismarck.

He denied emphatic- 
ally that he had promised to marry her or 
that he had agreed to continue the three- 
hundred-dollar payments perpetually. It 
was perfectly understood between them, he 
explained, that the arrangement was tem- 
porary.

Mrs. Langer had testified on the first day 
of the trial that she was married to Langer, 
but that she left him after finding that his 
first wife was still undivorced. He died 
last March.

The first robbery reported 
the fashionable St. Mark's district, 
home of Paul E. De Fere, an ex-law 
partner of Controller Edward M. Grout, at 
O86 St. Mark’s Avenue. About $1,500 worth 
of jewelry was stolen from the house w hile 
the family were at dinner on Monday 
night. After dinner Mr. De Fere’s mother 
went up to her room, on the third floor, 
and discovered that thieves had been there. 
Mr. De Fere made an investigation, and 
found that, while the thief or thieves had 
apparently visited his mother’s apartment, 
nothing had been stolen from there. 

A few minutes later, however, his wife 
discovered that a drawer of her 
in her room on the second floor, had been 
opened and a quantity of jewelry carried 
off. So far as could be determined, noth- 
ing else was stolen. Some jewels of great- 
er value thar those taken were left be- 
hind in the drawer by the thief While 
the robber was at work a nurse girl 
asleep with Mrs. De Fere’s baby in an ad- 


joining room. 

The scene of the second burglary which 
became public yesterday was the store of 
Browning, King & Co., the clothiers, at the 
junction of Fulton Street and De Kalb Ave- 
nue, only two blocks from Police Head- 
quarters. The robbers got into the place 
on Sunday by piercing a_ brick wall, and 
spent a good part of the day there. They 
earried food and drink with them, and 
refreshed themselves while at work. 5 

It appears that the burglars made their 
way trom the street to the roof of a tene- 
ment house half way up the block, and 
passed over the foofs of several buildings 
to that of the clothing store. They made 
an unsuccessful effort to force the scuttle 
there, and then tried that on the roof of 
the adjoining building. This they suc« eed- 
ed in opening, and made their way down 
into a vacant loft. There they attacked 
the thick brick party wall dividing the 
building from the clothing establishment. 

After piercing the wall, the robbers found 
that the hole was over a staircase, and 
that to get into the building they would 
have to drop a distance of eighteen feet. 
They then attacked another part of the 
wall, this time piercing it in a favorable 
piace. Crawling through the hole, the 
thieves descended to the ground floor, fore- 
ing a door which barred their progress, and 
went into the office, on the De Kalb Ave- 
nue side of the store. The window shades 
were down, and they were enabled to work 
unseen from the street. ; , 

The burglars tackled the safe, in which 
there was $3,500, and worked at it for 
hours without succeeding in opening it. It 
i: supposed that the robbers were finally 
frightened away, as they left the store 
without, co far as can be determined, tak- 
ing any plunder with them. That the 
thieves had enjoyed refreshment while at 
werk wee evident {from the fact that they 
left behind therr several sandwiches and 
u bottle half filled with whisky. Central 
Oftice detectives ere trying to run down 
the burulars. 

it also became known yesterday 
burgiars had torced an entrance to 
lodge rooms over the Gates Avenue Court, 
at Gates and Ralph Avenues, and carried 
off booty worth several hundred dollars. 
Among the articles stolen were two swor is 
worth $100 each, the property of Purity 
Lodge, I. O. O. F. 


RECEIVER FOR W. S. V. ALLEN. 
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Charles W. Dayton Appointed on the Ap- 
plication of Two Judgment Creditors. 
Judge Conlan of the City Court has ap- 

pointed Charles W. Dayton receiver in sup- 

plementary proceedings for the property of 

William S. V. Allen, who is confined in a 

sanitarium at, Westport, Conn., on the ap- 

plication of Cooley, Lewis & Elgas, attor- 
neys for Edward H., Edward D., and 

Francis E. Faulkner, judgment creditors. 
The receivership is to get at the trust 


pany of over $10,000 belonging to him, and 
the order appointing the receiver includes 
an order restraining the trust company 
from making any transfer or disposition of 
this property. It appears from an exam- 
ination of the trust company that in ISSS 
William 8S. Allen delivered to the company 


two Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railroad bonds of 85,000 each, which are 
now worth more than that sum, in trust, to 
collect the income and pay it to Mr. Allen 
during his lifetime, and that subsequently 
Mr. Allen assumed the name of William 8S. 
V. Allen. The bonds are still in the trust 
company's possession, and the income has 
been paid from year to year to Mr. Allen 
or upon his order. 

On July 30, 1895, George F. Off obtained a 
judgment for $269 against Mr. Allen, and it 
appears from the testimony taken in sup- 
plementary proceedings under that judg- 
ment, that Mr. Allen created the trust 
fund for his own benefit. The execution 
on the judgment was returned unsatisfied. 
In obtaining the receivership yesterday it 
was stated that the attorneys for the judg- 
ment creditors have been unable to ascer- 
tain the present address of Mr. Allen or his 
place of residence. 

In consequence of Mr. Allen's request to 
his lawyer, ex-Senator Lexow. to get him 
out of the sanitarium, the Sheriff's Jury 
at New Rochelle will consider his case on 
Wednesday of next week.
